The debate over the rejection of the 
budget wiU be resumed to-morrow in 
the English House of L«urds. After 
the passage of Lord Lansdowne’s reso¬ 
lution rejecting the roessure and the 
adoption by the House of Commons 
of a resolution declaring its right to 
control in finoncisl matters the Gov¬ 
ernment wlii eiUier prorogue or adjourn 
Porllainent.

Dr, Frederick A. Cook has disap¬ 
peared from public view and but one 
man, Charles Woke, of New York, 
knows where the Arctic explorer Is at 
presenL Heports that he hod soiled for 
Europe and Havana were denied, and 
efforts to find him have proved un¬ 
availing. Mr. Wake oonfinned rumors 
that Dr. Cook was In a slate bordering 
on nervous oollapse and said that he 
was taking a much-needed resL 

lloward LlHlo. charged with the aex- 
tuple murder of Mrs, Belly Just Is, 
George Meodowa his wife and three 
mcrabera of hi* family, was found 
guilty of murdar In the fiml degree at 
Grundy, Va., by the jury, which had 
been out all night. Ho was sentenced 
to be electrocuted In Richmond Januar>’ 
7. The murder occurred at Hurley, 
Buchanan county, and tho bodies of the 
victims were burned. 

The “drys** were victorious in the 
^ local option election In DcKoib^ county, 
Ind., >'eaterday by an esiimaied major¬ 
ity of 1.200. With four townships un¬ 
reported the dry majority is l.ooa and 
the four remaining townships have been 
counted as dry tcrrltor>’. There are no 
saloons In the county as they wore 
ousted by the remonstrance law. 

Tho Spanish Minister of War 
nounoed yesterday that the Government 
constderod that the campaign of Mellila 
had been tennlnated with the capture 
of Ailaten. The Moorish tribesmen of¬ 
fered no resistance to the Spanish 
troops, but with their families and 
flocks fled precipitately, weaving white 
flags as they deserted tho place.

SPIRIT OF CHURCH. 


Temps Declares Church Must Re¬ 
strict Rnergiee To Religion and 
Fbllow Conscience. 


Paris. Nov. 27.—The Temps considers 
the discussion of the church question 
In the Chamber of Deputies by Premier 
Brland yesterday. w‘ho spoke In reply 
to a speech of Abbe Oayraud. of great 
Importance, since It again emphasized 
how. In spite of the wlahea of a major¬ 
ity of the PYench blshopa» clergy and 
the great body of CUithollcs, the chuTch 
of Rome has refused to recognize the 
separation law, and continues to repulse 
all efforts at conciliation which have 
been proposed by ParllomenL and even 
goes so far as to moke war on the pub¬ 
lic schools. 

A new spirit, the paper declares, must 
rule the Vatican before a settlement Is 
possible. This evidenced by the refusal 
of the Vatican to aid in the settlement 
of the church question In France, 
though U stops at nothing to Insure 
peace and conciliate the Governments 
of other countries. 

The Temps points out that under the 
broad intelligence of Leo XIII. the sit¬ 
uation would be treated with liberality 
and common senee, and concludes with 
the assertion that religious peace will 
come when the chdrch restricts Us 
energies to religion and the French 
clergy follow the dictates of conscience

Friends of Frank E. Payne, of Jef- 
fersonvUle, are now confident he wlU 
he made a member of the Indiana Rail¬ 
road Commission by Gov, Thomas R 
IMarohall. The belief hoa prevailed for 
some time that he w*as a strong candl- 
clnt^, but developments yesterchty made 
him the favorite against the field. A 
strong delegation from JefTersonvlIlo 
called upon Gov.

Tesentatlvo of bis party In the Jeffer¬ 
sonville City i’ouncfl. For several years 
Mr. Payne was an en^neer and had a 
good record, hut lost hVs position on ac¬ 
count of his loyalty* to the' brotherhoMsd 
he belongs to. He eer%*ed In the legis¬ 
lative committee and also was a mem¬ 
ber of the general grievance committee 
of the Pennsylvania lines. Mr. Payne 
has a good education end Is naturally 
shrewd. 

This fart Impieseed Gov. Marshall, 
The place will be made vacant on De¬ 
cember 31 by the term of Henry M. 
Dowling expiring on that date. Mr. 
Dowling was formerly an assistant to 
James Bingham. Attorney General, but 
was n>ade a member of the Indiana 
Rail m ay Commission by J. Frank Han- 
ly just before ho retired from the of¬ 
fice of Governor.

uwen Cochran, oealstont dty aduitor. 
waa called Aral .Mr. Cochran was an 
eye-witness to the tragedy and he sold 
that hKs atr«uitlon was attracted by the 
report of the flrst ahot. He sold he 
saw Culley (ire a .second shot at Proc- 
lof Just before the victim ran bebliid 
n telegraph pole on the comer of ^c- 
ond and Main stree-ta. Culley followed 
and flrvd another shot, and Proctor 
ran to Ibc vesUbula of the vacAnt 
building directly across the street 
Again Culley followed Proctor and 
flr%td ui>on him a third lime, Mr. Coch- 
ran eald. The witness sold that he 
yelled at Culley; "Don’t shoot that man 
again." Whereupon, ha said, Culley 
responded; "He assaulted my wife ond 
yotj would do the some thing." 

John B. Claspilk an employe of the 
Louisville Water Company, was an¬ 
other to the shooting, and he 

corrohorated Mr. Cochran's testimony. 
He said that he, Ctasnltl, had t^aught 
CuUey and Culley hud told him that 
Proctor had Insulted Culley's wife. 

Harry A, Sharp, tho third man on 
the stand. testlAed that he aaw Culley 
shoot at Proctor as tho latter was 
standing behind g telegraph pole. He 
said that Proctor ran to the WMtIbule 
of a vacant building at the soutnwe.^t 
comer of Second and Main streets, anj 
that Culley followed closely and flrvd 
aa he ran after hls victim. Mr Sharp 
was unable to say whether any .vonla 
passed between Proctw and Culley. 

Courtney Kendall, colored, a lonm- 
ster. was the next wltne$<8. and he tes¬ 
tified that he saw tho shooting and 
grabbed one of the murdtror*s r*>*H>lv- 
era when CuUey laid them down on 
the sidewalk. Kendall corroborated 
the statements of the prevlou.^ witness, 
but could not say that any words 
passed between Culley and hls victim. 

Dan Gleans, the colored porter at 
the Proctor barbershop, said that Cul¬ 
ley appeared at the shop at 7:30 o’clock 
Wtslr.esday morning and asked him 
what time Proctor would arrive. The 
po^p^r said that Culley appeared three 
times afterward and asked alinllar 
questions. He did not see the flrst shot 
flred, but heard the exploslona of three 
shots. He did not hear Culley accuse 
Prnctor of having assaulted Mra Cul- 
ley 

Col. Bennett If. Young Appeared ^or 
Culley at the examination. He cross- 
examined the wltneases. but did i-ci 
bring forward any wltnesssa for the 
defense. The murderer was not present 
at the Inquest. Col. Young left the 
courtroom after the last witness liad 
been beard.

affairs of the county ofTlclals of Gar¬ 
rard county, M. H. Thatcher. State 
lospecior and Examiner, to-day makes 
fensmtlonal charges In a report which 
he flifd with Oov. Willson. He has 
placed hls report In the hands of the 
proper civil authoHtles And will at¬ 
tempt to prosecute certain officials in 
the criminal courts. Important rec¬ 
ords In the clcrk‘.v offloe tn Garrard 
were burncil and Mr. Thatcher eaye 
that he "must conclude that *.h«*sn 
books and records were destroyed or 
abstracted with some criminal or un¬ 
lawful Intent In view” 

.Mr. Thatcher ebarges that A. D 
Ford, County Judge of Garrard, not 
only drew’ money from the State as 
committee for two Idiots, In direct vto« 
latlon of the law, which forbids a 
County Judge from acting aa a com¬ 
mittee for an Idiot, but also drew 
money for an Idiot after,the death uf 
the ward of (he State. The money 
alleged to have been Illegally drawn 
was paid back to the State by Judge 
Ford.

CREAM PONIES THE STARS. 


Since King Edward came to the throae 
one uf hu gtx'ateat piraaurea haa IxMfn to 
rerovate the various royal palaoca neg¬ 
lected during Queen Victoria'a reign. Nor 
has he de^’ocrd hie attention escluaively 
to the Mlarra themselves, the outbuild- 
Ingit and stables have sJso received their 
■hare of rfitprovenienis. Nbwti^re liave 
greater changes taken place thon In iho 
royal etaMes adjoining Buckingham pal¬ 
ace, errUoe the London correepondeni of 
the New York Sun. 

This autumn the mews have been en¬ 
larged and improved, ao that now aecom. 
modatlon U provided fur a stud of orer 
200 horaea Of cc^urae It la only on very 
raira occasions, such as a coronation, that 
so many horses would have to be kept 
Uterb. Just now% owing to the increasing 
use of motor cars by the royal family, 
there are only ttfiy horses. 

Tha eatainishment Include: repairing 
aiiope, forges, forage and other store 
houses, a brand new n>oior gnruge and 
an elabomie office of tlks master of the 
horse's departuienL The carriage huus«>s 
contain some fifty carriages, as It Is nec¬ 
essary on state and semi-state occasions 
to enu>luy horse drawn vrhitiea of vari¬ 
ous types, and all theee are k<pt at Buck¬ 
ingham palace. 

On the occasion r»f a court, a levee, a 
htnttf ball ur the f<inual opening of Par¬ 
liament Die enaches. landaus and 
br*iughams are sent from the (mlace to 
bfing high court officials who sxe to at¬ 
tend up^m the King sml Queen, and the 
royal scarlet and imld liveries are a fa¬ 
miliar sight In London. An American, lha 
^'oubtess (jranard. made her nrst public 
atoen ranee In England last winter in one 
of the King's darrlagsa. w'hen the and 
Lord Granai^. who is the present ttfjieicr 
of the horse, drove to the opening of Par¬ 
liament.

Qo In Boyal Equipages. 


Ambassadors and Ministers desiring to 
present themselves to the King and auh- 
mlt their credentials on ilrst arriving In 
the country also go to the pala^. not In 
thalr own carriages, but In those sent by 
tha King. 

The chief Item of Inlorett In the royal 
stables Is the uM stale coach, heavily gilt 
and ornamented. In which the King and 
Uuoen travel from the palace to Uie 
Houses of Parliament. Tl;ls carriage Is 
very old and Is an excellent specimen of 
Its claa.v. The panels were painted by an 
Italian artist, Cipriani, and the cost of 
the oaach was lio.ooO grlglnolly. It has * 
speclaJ department to Itself when not In 

The sleek, well-groomed ponlta which 
London expects to see In all state pro- 
cfsalgns used to be kept at Windsor, 
where they could roam about at will In 
the shady paddocks of the home farm 
Now the King has had hts stables so ar. 
ranged that there ts plenty of ropm for 
them In London, so they have been moved 
permanently to the city. 

They are beautiful little creaturee of a 
delicate cream color with long, flowing 
msnee and tails. They are of the pure 
Flemish breed that Is rapldV becoralog 
extinct, and were originally brought Into 
England by George T as emblematic of 
the sign of his liouse. the White Horse ot 
Hsnover. Ever slnoe that time they have 
been employed to draw* the state carriages 
of the British eovereigns. 

Unfortunately they have been Inbred 
at Windsor to so great an extent since 
they were first Imported tftat they have 
greatly detertonited In both else and 
slremKh. Some years agu It was de¬ 
cided to to* to Improve them by the 
Importation of nw stock, and annually 
representatives of the ro>-al aiabtes baxe 
bfen sent to Holland and B««lg1um to teak 
yournr horses and mares of the necessary 
pt^ty of blood to add to tha stud farm at 
Windsor.

J. Plerpont Morgan's purchase for tllOJ 
ot a first edition of a thirty-two-psge 
namtdilet containing twx» ot Edgar Allen 
I'oe'a prose stories. The .Murders in the 
Rue Mogue" and The Man That Was 
Used Up.** brings to mind the fsrt Ihst 
the ori^nal manuscript of ono of Ute 
stories menilonod la the property of the 
Drexel Institute of city, to which It 
was preeenied by the late George W. 
Childs. Mr, Childs paid for It about 
thirty yearn ago. 

"The Murders In the Rue Morgue** n|»- 
peareO originally In Graltam'g Magsxine. 
publlehod in this cUy back In the forllea 
A young printer employed In Mr. Gra¬ 
ham's office at the time was the late 
J. M. Johnston, a great admirer of Poe. 
and afterward an editor on tha staff ot 
Tho Lancaster Intelligencer. After the 
story had been put Into type and tho 
manuscript discarded Johnston reco\*ered 
it from the waste basket. 

For many years the manuscript had a 
nyccartotis cxlsten**:. Mr. Johnston after 
his removal to l,ancaster opened a photo¬ 
graph gallery In that city in wiilcii he 
operated until tile outbreak of the Civil 
Wnf*. when he rnllatod la the Beventy- 
ndnih Pennsylvania InfantrS'. During his 
occrupaticy of the gallery the building was 
twice partly deeii^oyed by Arc, and. al¬ 
though nearly everxrthing else was con¬ 
sumed, the Poe manuscript, which had 
been kept In a portfolio in a closet, was 
prcscrx’od. 

Years afterward, at housecleaning time, 
an ancient and apparently worthless man¬ 
uscript was tiirown by some member of 
Mr. Johnston's family into u rubbish heap 
in tile back yard hts home, and would 
have been carted away If a neighbor had 
not picked it up and relumed It to Its 
owner. Mr. Johnson then had the pages 
bound within leather covers. He sold the 
manuscript to Mr. Childs for I30il. It is 
now worth many thoussrMls.

r.sions and to drau the carriages of 
the royal family when private visits are 
mads to friend* or refstlves Most of 
the other horses have also been bred by 
the King at Wlmlsor and Hampton Court. 
All Ida home-bred horses srs renowned 
tiiroughout Europe, and upon the rare 
occasions when any of them are offered 
In open market tho oompetltlon to secure 
them Is very kvoii 

The officers of tbs department of the 
Master of the Horse are carefully chosen 
men One of their most Important tasks 
ts rehearsing and training the horsca for 
any rtats procsiislon for several days 
before it takes place. Tlie rehearanls are 
carried out In exactly the aame manner 
as the pcoceaslon ItHsIf. The whole of 
tha route is gone over and the various 
turns and places of waiting for the Itorscs 
and carriages are examined and tested 
so that all possMxllity of a hitch la reduced 
to a minimum. 

It It highly liTvponsnt tlmt the horses 
should be tmlned ta Ignore the cheering 
of the crowds In tne streets, so very 
early In the morning a bsttsllon or b^iot 
Guards from Wellington barracks Is 
marched flown to the exercising ground 
4if the royal horses and tlxe ohlmals are 
led slowly by while the men cheer at the 
top of I heir , volets at Irregular IntervaUi 
Any horse that shows fecr or a tendency 
to shy Is at onoe pat bock for further 
training. 

8KYSCRAFEB CHURCHES.

The main exampio In Xf:w 
York of this typ#* Is Hu* Broadway 
Tabernacle, twelve stories high. In 
which the Institutional departments are 
housed on separate floora. Pittsburg 
has a church Io<*ated In a fourteen- 
sior>* ofrics building, to the end that 
the bequest devoting Us site to **rhurch 
purposes ahwa and ever** should not 
be nullified. 

As agajn^t these examples of utili¬ 
tarian church - architecture the new 
Cathedral of Pt. John tho Dlvliir re¬ 
produces the ancient form of eccleslas- 
tica] coniaructlon In all Its staleltnesa. 
But the slgnlflcant thing Is the evi¬ 
dence shown of a disposition to make 
the city church edlflcs conform areht- 
leciurally to Its envlr6nment. The 
skyscraper church has been evolved 
from the skyscraper office building and 
hotel, and that It Is the type of church 
of the future seems probable. 

To this development land vaJuea are 
no doubt contributing, but the main 
cause ui the growing Importance of in- 
sUtutlonol work. It ts announced that 
the new Fifth-avenue Baiitlst church 
will be "a place for work and worship," 
.and In the statement Is contain>’d the 
keynote both of the new orchltecture 
ond the new policy.

Black bears are found in Maine In every 
county Ui the Btate with tho exception 
of the moot southerly counties w’cst o( 
Penobecoi Bay. but ar»‘, of course, most 
numerous where the deer and moose are 
also found in greatest numbers In north¬ 
ern Hancock. Washington. Penot>m>ot. 
irYaiiklln and fiotnersel countksi atid the 
wist region embraced by Plecaliutuli- and 
Aroostook counties, most of wh.eh is 
heavily tlmpared. 

Years ago black bears were common In 
the regions named, but the advance of 
elvUltalton has made far greater Inroads 
on thtdr nuin4;40's than on the deer and 
moose. The ankmnla wvre hunted for 
their fur and for the bounty plaosd upon 
them by the State Legislature. 

The bears liad no ^tend. They were 
killed at any and avery time of year, for 
even In the summer months w*hefi their 
fur WYis of no value thv bounty nuule 
hunting them worth while «The Indis¬ 
criminate hunting ot course speelily 
thinned out the ranks of Bruin. 

A few j-ears ago the bounty of IS was 
removed, and 5ince then the huniera have 
loat moai of their fervor. Bears are killed 
now wnonever they are found by the Ofdl- 
nary hunters, but the men who matfo a 
business of trapping and hunting them 
have gone out of the buslneas e.xcepl tor 
a few moniha In lae y«*iT. when the fur 
la la prime condition.

In Ids moks-up (h^rv sssms to bs a com- 
blnmllon of ths charactsnstlc* oi ihs hu- 
man. ths cat. ths hog. ths raccoon, ths 
nqulrrsl and ssvermi otiiar onlroalx. 
Though his ootumi msihod of locomotion 
la qn sJl four*, he can walk upright ai- 
moac a* cosily and stsadliy os a man. and 
there Is something laughingly human 
In the way ona of (hess nig brutas wiU 
tit up on hts haunches and rsach a fat 
forspaw around to scratch his ribs. At 
many times the bsar dlsplsya almost hu¬ 
man Intelllgsncs In tho manner In which 
hs evades trap* and deadfall* set for his 
destruction. 

No member of ths cat family could bs 
quicker with a •Irokc of Its forepaw than 
Is a block bear, and the bear has his paws 
armed with claws which a tiger or lion 
might envy. With his forepaws the bear 
con fdrike a blow with the swlfrnMs snd 
skin of a trained boxer, and many are the 
Mrriodsnirn who have fouixl this out to 
Uielr cost when they hsvo tried to kill 
one of these animals with ths stroke of 
an ax. One slrnke of that great paw will 
ward off a violent blow and another may 
send the wlskier of ihs as aplmilng 
twentv feet away. A black bear will a*- 
esnd a tree with ths Agility of a cat and 
does so frequently to get ths various nuts 
which form a choice nit of hi# diet.

In general appsamnee the black bear 
resembles the rug mors* than any other 
animal. The head, with Its round skull, 
sharp snout. «hort pointed eam and bright 
Wady eyes, Is like that of a hog. w’hlle 
the bear will eat anything a hog sill.

In quest of nuts, enters' orchards to esf 
the apples which have fallen on the 
ground, and If they arc not , there shakes 
the tree unUI ths fruit comes tumbling 
down about his ears, wherelrt hs has the 
advantage of the hog and rreembles the 
human again.

etistom ports of fbs 9tats of bears that 
Imavs done damage to their sheep flocks, 
but old burner* say ths bnsr Is not nat¬ 
urally a killer of sheep. Oih?s he geU the 
taste of fresh mutton, though, the bear ts 
likely to crave It. 

A favorite food of the black bear Is all 
Insects, such as ants and grubs. To get 
these ths bear will puU to piece# every 
rotten stump he comes acro*s. Evidences 
of the bear’s grabbings aro found In every 
port of the Kalns woods. When the bear 
finds a slump about which the ants and 
grubs are running he' lays himself down 
beside It. Then p^lng hla snout Into the 
warm rotten wood he lets the losscts 
run ull over Ills snout and licks them off 
with his long tons^iv- When the avail¬ 
able supply has been exhausted Bruin 

S ulla the stump opart until he has fla- 
ihsd tbs last of tbs insecu.

Scratcha* On Tree*. 

Another mark left by Bruin which 
shows he 1» a freqiienter of a certain 
spot Is the bear tree.

There seem* to be a Jealousy existing 
smoag bears In the matter of height or 
reach, and every bear that comes to the 
tree tries to reach up higher and scratch 
the tree dev|>cr than his predecessor.

There Is good bear hunting In parts of 
Maine to-day, a^ Is shown by the nuni- 
tM*r of skins brought to market every 
year and the nuinb4*r of animals wrhloh 
ngurc In the game llsta So far this year 
^htren gooil-sloed l>eari« have passed 
through Bangor on their way fiom the 
hunting regions. They are sent to Hie 
^aten market* to be cut up. for be^ 
steaks are choice eating In the fall of the 


year. The akin of the black bear make* 
a flne rug when mounted with the head 
Intact. 

A movement Is now on foot to make a 
close time on bears during the month 
when their fur Is of no value. It has 
been shown that on all ordinary occa¬ 
sions the bear I* not dangerous, prefer¬ 
ring to run rather than flght, and if he 
does occasionally kill sheep or hog* he 
does far less damage than deer do to 
growing crops. A law placing a close 
time on black bears between the month* 
of April and September would undoubted¬ 
ly meet with the approval of a large 
number of people, both in Maine and out.

Fire damp, in Its chemical compoeltlon. 
has properties similar to methane, or 
marsh gas. which makee the phenomena 
of the wlll-o’-the-wlsD, and which forms 
about 75 per cent, of the mine composi¬ 
tion. Fire damp In a mixture of one part 
to twenty of air may be detected by 
means of a safety lamp, about the flame 
Inside the gauze you can see a halo of 
light blue, which may grow until It Alls 
the lamp. In a psoportlon of more than 
one part to ten of air. It U most danger¬ 
ous and explosive, until It gets to an equal 
mixture, when lack of oxygen preventa It 
bumiog rapidly. 

The theory of coal-dust explosions has 
never been determined to eveiybody'e sat¬ 
isfaction. That It Is moat violent, and that 
It Is the most frequent cause of serious 
6l*K*iara la certain. Dry coal dust blown 
Into the air and lighted, perliapa by a 
"windy’’ shot, will explode: the rush of air 
In advance raises roor^dust and the force 
Increases until It strikes a wet place or 
the open air. 

• • • 

Terriflo Violence. 

But It la almost Impossible to give an 
Idea of the violence of a mine explosion. 
The effect Is the same as If the workings, 
with their confined passages, were one 
great cannon fired with a monster charge, 
and this ternflo fire blast follows head¬ 
ing and entry, generally seeking fresher 
air. Whatever la in lu way must break, 
and ll la only by lucky chance of being 
Jfl, away place that anyone la not 

Killed outright. A comparatively small 
dust explosion In Piper. Ala, was enough 
to xmMh four crosswise 12 by u-lnoh tim¬ 
bers as If they were toothpicks, not more 
than 2Wl feet from where it started. 

An example of the effect of an explosion 
Is found In an old English mining report, 
published Iq the early Eighteenth century. 
It says: 

"Qn WednesiSay. the eighteenth day of 
^gust, 1708. at Parfleld. In the parish of 
CThesier-le-Street. about 2 o’clock In the 
morning, b>' the sudden eruption of a vio. 
lent ftro from the mme. with as great 
nolM as the firing of a cannon or the 
loudest claps of thunder, slxty-nlne per¬ 
sons were destroyed In an Uisiam. Three 
of them, two men and one woman, w'efe 
blown quite up from the bottom of the 
shaft, fifty-seven fathoms deep, into tho 
air a rgnsiderable distance from the 
mouth of the pit. The fish w’hlch were 
In the rivulet which runs twenty yards 
from tho mouth of tho pits, were in great 
numbers taken up dead, floating on the 
water, by several of the tnnabltants."

Persons in the mine are aware of an 
explosion before the force strikes them— 
once In a thousand timet, if far enough 
awray. a man ntay feel the two or three 
seconds' warning In time to drop un the 
floor, and perhaps not be killed outrlghL 
First there la a shock In the air, then an 
ominous whistling sound, while the ear 
drums sink In with Die pressure with 
sickening effect^^ll this In a second's 
lima Lucky la the mao who can drop 
quickly enough. 

Outside, the explosion la evident In an 
Inatanrt. Of ter the flamee shoot nigh In 
the air, and hoisting rroichlnery ta carried 
away. In the Virginia City min* explo¬ 
sion of five yearn ago flamee roared from 
the slope, and killed a roan on the tipple 
tw'o hundred feet away. It is a good 
thing If the fan la not damaged, so that 
ventuatlon can be restored. Then cornea 
the call for rescuers. 

"Men. I want volunteers to go down. I 
don't want marrle«l men^there are 
enough of those dead In the pit already. 
You know what the dangers are. 1 will 
lead the party myseJf'^and these few 
mecirds of the leader are a caJl for as 
brave a self-sacrlflce as ever attrred the 
souls of men. If thsrs were nothing else 
to thslr ci’edlt. the ever-resdlness of min¬ 
ers to give their lives In trying to save 
their "buddies'* would stamp them with 
the mark of highest courage. 'The fact 
that they go down knowing the conditions 
makes the bravery the greater; the 
chances of s second explosion, of being 
overcome by the deadly after-damp or by 
wmoke or of falling roof, make a safe 
return Improbable. One baa only to recall 
the Hanna. Wyo.. disaster, when twenty 
were killed In an eHort to save twice their 
number: and such an example aa that at 
the Oaks ooUlery In England, when twen¬ 
ty-seven rescuers were killed, and as 
many mors took their places In a minute. 
There are such deeds every Urns.

The wotic of rescuing does not call for 
rashness, but for the coolest of thinking In 
Che midst of danger. A momtmt's fool¬ 
hardiness may cost a life. Never was 
bettor or braver work done than once in 
Alabama, when the mlne^boss led the 
way In three minutes after the explo- 
irlon. and. groping his way In on hsjids 
and knees, with neail swathed In cloths 
to enable him to stand the scorching 
beot. pulled out clglit unconscious men. 
saving them from the after-damp. He 
worked in iho darkness, afraid to carry 
even a safety lamp, and with a rope about 
hla waist; when he found a body he clung 
to It. and tho two were puUe<) out over 
rocks. tlmb^TS and all. Several times he 
came out with clothes on fire; and he 
only *iopj»ed when worcome by tho ofler- 
damp himself. 

Others went In to fill hit place ImmedJ- 
aitlv. into that seething pit. with awful 
deafening noises, groans of wounded men 
and of frensled mules and ths falling of 
the roof, they made their way and brought 
out every man whose heart was beating 
when they found him. The first wounded 
man they came to a’oa impaled on ths 
sharp end of a broken plank; the point 
was through hla body a good threo inches 
and he writhing on it. Men blinded and 
croxy with burns, or with broken bones, 
were carried to the top. whera the doctors 
wrapped them, in blankets soaked In lin¬ 
seed oil. and frmntio relatives made woik 
almost Iropoaatbl*? That, too, was typ¬ 
ical. 

More dreadful yet la the case of those 
who are not killed or rescued, but are 
entombed, living, and who must either die 
by the after-damp or by slow starvation, 
while hope grows less. .Men have llvbd 
two weeks and more, eating candles, ratx. 
oiled paper, soap, or what-not, and drink¬ 
ing miners' oil. and have come out with 
hair grown white tn that lime; but in 
many cases death would have been more 
merciful. After an exploalon where more 
thaTrl25 were killed, tho rescuers found 
the bodies of six little trap|>«rs. none over 
12 yearn old. gathered behind a door which 
led to safety, but which had been blocked 
for eeverol days by fallen roof. Tho mes¬ 
sage of fsrewWI written with fingers tn 
the dust, or with lamp-picks on the door 
and ptec«a of the slats top, were pitiful 
testlrnouy to the agony of mind through 
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Formerly Mrs. Booser, of Horrodsburg. 


which they had passed before ths after¬ 
damp reached their haven.

In most towns ond villages 
cattle are driven out at all seasons to 
graze abroad, snd In the dry season they 
more frequemty lick the dust only and 
rstum home os empty os when they 
started, to receive perhaps a few hand¬ 
fuls of straw or rubbish, just sufficient 
to sustain life. 

Many of the beasts, too. are worthless, 
being too weedy even to put In the 
lighuot plow, and they are allowed to 
exist and eat up the rations of ths more 
profitable ones. Undoyhtedly rellirtoua 
sentiment among the vast majority of the 
people Is averse to destroying cattle, as 
among the Hindus the bull nss always 
r>?en considered to be sacred, snd. In¬ 
deed !• worshiped, under the name of 
Nundl. It having formed the vehicle of 
thetr dHty Shivs during his peregrina¬ 
tions. A Hindu would consider It a 

f rrlevous sin to kill lAseless cattle, hence 
t Is that the terrW>le specimens referred 
to are allowed to exist and eat ths food 
which ahouki go to the worScers.

made his spurt ahead. The spot he 
picks out for doing this trick is when, 
a log or fallen tree lies at right angles 
from the trail.

"A weJI-bred foxhound will run from 
six to ten hours at a pace between 
seven and ten miles an hour when at 
considerable dlstanc* behind a fox. At 
a distance of only a hundred yards or 
so In the rear, although he cannot see 
the fox. he knows of its proximity by 
the warmth of the scent, and he will 
then run In bis eagerness to overtake 
tho quarry at tha rate of fifteen or 
twen6* mile* an hour. Such a pace Is 
killing and It can be maintained but a 
short time.

Set* Bailing Pace. 


"When he lights on the log from the 
trail he runs along It to one end of It. 
clears another space of ground by a long 
leap awsy from .It, snd frisks away to 
some nearby knoll or stump, where he 
sits op his haunches, hidden from sight 
of the dogs, but able to have a good 
view of them, to watch the eager pack 
go crying by. for tho hounds, of oourse. 
go dashing along on the trail past the 
spot. 

"Going at full speed, they will run on 
some distance beyond the point where 
the fox doubled on his trail and then, 
they begin their confused efforts to re¬ 
cover the lost scent. It may take fifteen 
or twentir minutes to do this, and you 
would naturally suppose that the fox 
had taken advantage of this and placed 
miles between him and the dogs in the 
meantime. Not he! He Is loo fond of 
his little Joke and the enjoyment of It 
to do that. 

"He stays right there, actually seam¬ 
ing to be chuckling over the worried 
dogs aa they run about, howdlng and 
yelping, tn search of the trail, whisking 
his bushy tall, standing now and then 
on his hind feet to get a batter view of 
some particularly pleasing bit of dog 
discomfiture and manifesting hts «x- 
oeedlng delight at the whole .proceeding, 
for w'hich he knows his cunning Is re¬ 
sponsible, by various plrouettlngs and 
comical capering*. 


•‘Now would you bedeva It? The 
wily fox knows this well. So when ho 
starts on a race In which his mate Is 
to aid him he keeps but a abort dis¬ 
tance ahead of tha dogs, but sets a 
killing pace. 

"He weeps this up for eight or ten 
miles, gradually dreUng back to tlis 
staruna point. His mate Is’ there, in the 
spot where he started from, ail read>’ and 
fresh to take up the run the instant he 
comes bounding along, while bs leaps 
from ths troll at right angles and lies 
concealed In the kennel. 

"Tho hounds keet» right on after the 
female fux. ignorant, of course, of the 
trick The foxes are playing. 8hs In turn 
Is relieved by her mate, who starts tn as 
good as new. This run and rest of ths 
foxes is kept up without cessation, so 
that In two or three houxa the drgs. be¬ 
ing kept at high speed, are exhausted ana 
ore forced to give up the chase with yolp- 
Ings of disappointment. 

^'At this sound, well understood by the 
foxes, the fox that hears It answers ll 
with sharp, aggravating, mocking ertet 1 
have seen dogs sneak hoihs In humiliation 
and sUencs after such defeat and hearing 
the gloating of the fox over them, and 
have known them to feel the diograoe of 
It so that thsy wouldn't go fox hunting 
again for days. 

"I never knew but one bound who got 
on to this trick of the r«la>'lng foxes, and 
he oertsilnly did make good use of his dis¬ 
covery. He simply let the other dogs 
keep on the trail, while he laid for the 
foxes, and got 'sm both e%ery time. When 
that dog died he left no successidu In 
possession of his secret. 

"Mind you. this Is the red fox I am 
talking about. The gray fox Is quite an¬ 
other creature. The red fox is the beast

The 
gray fox has the eye of a sneak. He can't 
run more than flve hours before the dogs, 
and when he Is caught he turns on nls 
park and whine* without njolstlng his 
captors.

Llangwm Is the hub of the women's 
tmlvorsc, for here women hold effective 
erw’my, not by the meclianicai cooirlv- 
fu»oe of a vote, but by virtue of nat- 
usxl superiority. The men are ciphers, 
stay-at-homce rharg'*d with the do¬ 
mestic respomifbUMlea The wires go 
out to earn the w'herew'lthal to keep the 
homes going. 

This docs not appear to anyono as 
strange at Liaogwra, for It is a cu.<*torh 
which has received the sanction of 
succasfive g<*norxttonB ever since the 
colony was founded. Though Che hub- 
band cleans the kitchen and w'xshes the 
clothes, he only fills the puac as houic- 
maid. for It Is the wife who loui full 
control of tile domestic purse, and 
makes all purchases, even to “her 
man's" Sunday clothes. 

In moat j;»lhsr places a husband 
SDoakH of **hlni wife,*' Not ao In 
Lmngwm. There the woman, In vtc' 
tue of her naxural supremacy, refers 
to her huaband as "her man," and re> 
gards him as nothing more than a us% 
ful chattaL Tho husband by no meant 
resents thli; he Is ovarfiowing u'ith 
admiraitoTr for hla apoose. and w*ould 
readily say of her As Adam sdya of hla 
hi lie-stock I nf< Ever 
TIuit what ahs wills to do or say.

8he 
is out In all weathers; sometimes be- 
for« the neighboring lltUe towns are 
aaifr alio has tramps! seven or eight 
miles, and her penetrating voice la 
henid. clear and distinct, on the room¬ 
ing air offering fish and oysters for 
sale. There Is her blithesome figure In 
the street, quaintly drciuied In a ghort 
hennsespun red skirt, felt hat and red 
shawl thrown loosely over her shoul¬ 
ders. In s\ich a costume and speaking 
n strange dJaJect, a Llangwm woman 
Immedkitoly arrests the attention of a 
atrangor. No need of a daylight bill in 
Idxngwm, where the whole village Is 
astir at 6 or 8 o’clock In the morning. 

Combined with ibelr trmiely per^:on 
and far more than average infeJIlgance 
la great physical strength, A Llangivm 
woman row.^ with the skill of a varsity 
oarsman and with more tf>«n h!s vigor. 
She handles her neu with the dexterity 
of a Cornish fisherman. She will calm¬ 
ly face any tempest, and think nothing 
of rowing miles agalmit tide o^d wind. 

The men ha\*e. Indf^ed. one sphere 
Into which their better halves have no4 
thought fit to Intrude, 

U Is on the pariah oouncll. the local 
debating aoclt^y. tholt the men display 
their native gifts. When tha Pariah 
Con noils .Wt was passed Lord iSaliabur>' 
contempluouslj' said: them a rlr- 

rus.'* The Llangwm parish council Is 
more wonderful than any clnuis, and a 
report of a recent mecHlng, written In 
the pn*-Rapliaa]lte stylo, was widely 
circulated through the London press, 
and was reproduced In New' York and 
Melbourne newspapers. CouiK'llors 
naively propose themselves as members 
of comm It tees, heida ore not bared dur¬ 
ing the proceedings. '’Mr.’’ Is taboo

Much of World’s Gold Re¬ 
vealed by Accident.

Nowhere does fortune Indulge her 
love of the dramatic and the sensations 1 
more fully than In the gold fields and 
the silver mines, says k^'sesell’s Satur¬ 
day JoumnJ, the story of which Is 
crowded with Incidents ao startling 
that even the most dariog writer nxight 
well hesitate to Introduce them InUj 
his flciton. 

Take, for instance, the story* of the 
dloc<>very of the wurld-fanioos “Blanche 
Barkley” nugget In the earlj’. days of 
Australian gold mining, which sent x 
thrill round the w'orld Samuel Napier, 
a sailor, with his brother Charles and 
one Robert Ambrose, thrir cook and 
general handy man. had been digging 
for gold for six months at Klngower, 
about forty miles from Bendigo, with¬ 
out discovering as much of the precious 
metal as would poy their living ox* 
penges, wiien one Augucst day, to Cell 
the storj' In Napier’s own word»,'*We 
nutde the big atfikt^. We h:id dug 
down about fourteen fe^t lo the plp*» 
clay strmtttm and were sbufTllng around 
In the bottom of the shaft, more ebstd 
than alive from the heat. Old Ani- 
hrote lit hb pipe and leaned against 
the side of the hole to rest. Just then 
I struck something w'lth my pick. I 
turned It iq;) s«i the light ociuld strike 
It, and, by Jlmminy! U was a chunk 
of gold os big as a Hubbard squash! 

“That evening was a mighty anxious 
one. for the boys were liable to liqui¬ 
date. and we didn’t know* w'hat minute 
they’d Coma In and turn our whole ca¬ 
boose upside down. About midQlgbt 
we set to work as qutot as posMbls 
with our picks add sunk n shsfr dowh 
about six feet underneath the toblf 
In the tent and hurled the nugget out 
of sight- For thn^ long montlis It 
stayed fhsf»\ with us' eating over It, 
walking over It. sleeping on it and 
dreaming on It, and. Hot a soul at the 
diggings any th^ wt^er. Sometime# w'e 
lay awoke iJi night with our 
hilndy In case w» were niolested. for 
.there were plenty* of tdugh su^act4>, 
at the dlggingx that would hnvf made 
short woi^ or us If they had guersbil 
our secret.” The nugget sold for 
£7.000 [188.000). 

Among the thousands who flocked to 
the Victorian gold fields In the early 
fijftles were la'o Cornish miners, John 
Deosem and Richard Oates, w*ho staked 
a claim near the village of Mollaqur 
They set to work with vigor, confident 
that In a few months they would be 
able to retire to Iheir native Cormvnl!’ 
rich men, but their cxpcciailonx were 
doomed to cruel cllsapi^intment. Not 
only months, hut many years passed, 
and found them still as far removed 
from fortune os at the beginning; and 
by 1869, fifteen years aftor they beg.vn 
their fcarch for gold, they were rc- 
dut'od to the last straits. Fiarvatlon 
stared them In the face, end the 
crowning mlofortune come when a lo- 
oal storekeeper refused jo supply Oea- 
son with a llUle flour until he pro¬ 
duced the money f*»r M,

In despair the miner soIxihI hla pick 
and wnndere<l away to the outskirts 
of gold field; and as he wandered. 
d<r\*nraat and heavy-hearted, he no¬ 
ticed a glvam of yellow tn a rut made 
by a peddler's cart Lifting hla pick, 
wHh a few frantic blows he brought 
to light an enormous nugget, m^hlch. 
whh alUhlt strength ho coiUd barely 
rmUo an Inch from the ground. The 
nugget, which soon known the 

worid over as the “\VeU*ome Stranger.” 
eotuxlly weighed two hundred weight 
and was sold for nearly £10,000 <150,- 
000 ). 

And these were but a few of the 
many similar blocks of gold dlecov- 
ervd Jn Au.**tralln under equally dra- 
majlo conditions. While a native sHep. 
herd tinmed Kerr wan tending his sheev 
one day hie Attention was arrested by 
a yellow rock projecting a few Inches 
above the soli. In his excltenieni at 
the discovery he ran to fetch hlf moj^- 
ter; the rock was untarthod am^ proved 
to be a nugget of two hundred weight, 
from whioh 160 pounds of pure gold 
were extracted. 

A few years Inter another monstei 
nugget made Us appearance at Ballarat. 
A party of tnln*>rn had worked a claim 
to a depth of sixty yarde, when one 
of them struck w*Uh his pickaxe a herd. 
Irregularly shaped roaos. w hich, op bu- 
tng unearthed, proved to be a block ol 
almost pure gold twenty Inches long, 
a foot W'ide and seven Inches deep. Ua 
weight was almost a hundred weight 
and a quarter, and Us value £9.396. 

It was the periodical dUcovei*>* at Bal 
larat of these morwier nuggets which 
first fired the blood of the entire world 
In the far aw*ay Aftlea, and made even 
prosaic Yorkshire farmers dream 
nightly of g\»ld. But even Ballarat has 
no other romance to rival that of the 
discovery of two huge nuggets within 
a few days In the same claim. The 
story runs that four mlnera had worked 
their claims dow*n to a depth of about 
aixty feet, when one of them brought 
to light a nugget weighing nearly a 
liundre<lweight, and worth 6,500 pounds, 
in their Joy at such a rich treasure 
trove the men abandoned the diggings 
and took their nuggot with them lo 
England. They had scarcely left Bal- 
lar when their aucceesors In the claim, 
with almost the first stroke of a pick, 
turned over another nugsret, heavier 
than the first, and valued at more than 
7,000 pounds.

MORE DIVORCES 


Government Experts Find 
Them On Increase.

In two lurgt volumwf of »tAil»tIcnl re¬ 
port*. ontitlod *^Marrlnco •nd I>lvorco/* 
r*oontly l*»ued by lh« FVdoml Govern- 
snent, there huve been compiled complete 
date upon thle abeorblnic problem of •<>• 
cdaJ Ufo m the United 8 Ute«. It hee been 
anelyxed. daeelflcd. compared In a ecore 
of. different tnethode. all of m*hlch polni 
to the one domlnutin* fact, namely, that 
In the United States divorcee are ateaJHy 
Sncroaalnff. not merely in numbera aa the 
VOpulntkm increeeei*, but in proportion to 
Loth marriage and population, aaya the 
New York World. 

The jHjrkKl covered m the report le the 
twenty year# from 1887 to 1908. and the 
provloue twenty yeuja between 188T and 
lh»C la fuUy covered for the purpoeee of 
compurleona. 

Biartlnii with marrlacea. for that la the 
necoaaary preliminary to diaorce. It la 
/ound that the marriage rate (lucluatea 
aocordlng ta oommonclal proeperlty. FI- 
iiancleJ panlca alwa>'a pull down the rate 
of Hioreaae, thle belnc noticeably appar¬ 
ent during tlie hard tlmee of 1894 and 
1904. when In each oaae the totala de- 
creaaed below that of the predoua year. 

The percentaae of marnaaea le KTCuter 
4n the South than In the North. The 
Wcatehi Siatca. durlna the taat few yeara, 
have made a rapid Jump upward In the 
tnarriaKe rate and are piUtjna the South¬ 
ern State*. The percentage of marrlaifea 
to every 10 , 0 (H> of population haa been de- 
creaalnc Mnnewhat In the North Atlantic 
nnd North Central Statee. m’hlle It la in- 
oreaaiBff rapidly etarwnere In the Union.

The Marriage Rate. 

The hlfheat marriage rate la In the 
dil Indian Territory part of Oklahoma, 
followed oloeely by Athanaaa and Texaa. 
The loweet rate la In California, Cm- 
sectlcut aru) Delaware. New York la well 
down toward the bottom of the Hat. oloae 
a*lih Nrw Jeraey*. Rhode Xaland, Pennsyl¬ 
vania and Maaaachuaetta. 

In the United Statea aa a whole there 
ore ninety-three marriagea for every 10 .- 
(Hk> of total population, and 157 marrlAge* 
for every 10.000 of the population of mar¬ 
riageable age. or above fifteen yeara old. 
The only couotrlea that rival tbia high 
rote are Wmtern Australia, Hungary and 
Saxony, which present about the same 
average figures, with Sweden next. Ire¬ 
land's rate U leas than one-half that of 
the United States. 

The number of divorces granted In thlv 
eosniry In 1867 was 9.M7. Forty years 
later. In 1908. the nurhber waa 72.05:. 
Taking the cenaua yeara of 1870 and 1900 
as a basis for population, this waa a per¬ 
centage Increase of from 29 to 78 per 
lOO.OOO of populutlon. The mle of In¬ 
crease waa nearly three times, and the 
evil haa been growing in even gresker 
proportion during the last half doasn 
years. 

The movement, though oeoaaionally 
checked or retanled by eommerolal ctlsea, 
periods of btialneas depression or other 
cauaea haa been almost without exer¬ 
tion upward. In only four years—18>. 
1 $M. 18M and 1 M 2 —w'as the divorce rata 
for the eountry as a whole lower than 
U was In the preceding year. The upward 
movement, although vao'lng In Intensity 
In different sectlona. haa oeen general 
throughout the country.

West XmuN In Divorce. 

.j-lvorce la far more frequent In the far 
“Westtbrn States than In the East. Waah- 
Ingtun haa a long lead, with Montana a 
close second. Colorado la third. Dela. 
ware has the fewest In proportion, with 
New York and New Jeraey next lowest. 

It la not assy to account for the wide 
Nnuiatlona in the divorce rates in dltfsr- 
<nit States, New York with only 60 to ev- 
«rry 100,000 married peraoria. and Washing¬ 
ton will) 5S8 In similar proportion. The re- 
milts are affected by a great variety of in- 
Auencea. The compoaluon of the popula¬ 
tion aa regards race or nationality; the 
proportion of Immigrants and the coun¬ 
tries from which they came, the relative 
strength of the prevailing religions, and 
particularly the rtrengih of the Human 
rathollc faith, the variations In divorce 
laws and In the procedure and practice of 
the courts granting divorce: the Interstate 
migration of population, either for the 
purpose of obtaining a divorce or for oth¬ 
er reasons—all these, and doubileaa many 
more, are factors which may affect the 
flguree. 

Tl»s divorce rate Is higher In ihi United 
States than In any foreign eountry. ex¬ 
cept Japan. Swliserland, which haa the 
highest rate In Burope. haa leas than one- 
half our proportion. According to the In¬ 
ternational figures, the number of divorcee 
per 100.000 of population U aa follows: 

Japan. 215; Untte<l States. 73; Swltser- 
land. 88 : Saxony. 29; France. 23; Rou. 
mania 30; Prussia. 15; Italy. 8 . England. 
*A; Austria, 1.

One In Twelve Dissolved. 


While definite data are not yet obtaln- 
Able. the Oovemmeot experts llgure tliat 
at the present rate In the United States 
not fewer than one marriage In every six- 
teen will be dissolved ultlmatsly by di¬ 
vorce. and It seems reasonable Co suppose, 
they add that the ratio la nearer one In 
twelve. 

Possibly many persons will feel, says 
the report, that these figures are not con¬ 
firmed bv their persons! observ*atlon of 
the relative frequency of divorce. It 
khould be remembered that the compari¬ 
son relates only to marriages that nave 
been terminated either by death or di¬ 
vorce. Existing msrrlsgss do not enter 
Into the ratio. The figures relate to roar- 
risgee In all clasees of the community, 
roprosentlng probably every degree of 
wealth and e\‘ery position In the social 
seals 

Almost exactly twro-thirds of the total 
numb^ of divorces In the United States 
during the twenty years between 1887 and 
1905 were granted to the wife. A partial 
explanation of this preponderance lies In 
the fact that without any reference to 
the question which party Is the more fre¬ 
quently responsible for the msntal un¬ 
happiness that leads to the divorce the 
wife has a legal ground for divorce more 
frequently than the husband. 

Certain wrell knowm and ooroparatlvely 
common grounds are more rendlly appll- 
cable against the husband than against 
the wlfa Notably, there Is nonsupport, 
or neglect to provide, w'hich. for the hus¬ 
band seeking divorce. Is not ordinarily 
an available ground, although in Utah six 
divorces have been granted to husbands 
for neglect to provide. Cruelty, although 
not Infrequently the ground for divorcee 
granted to husbands, la mors often ex- 
letent as the cause for the wife's applica¬ 
tion. Five divorcee for cruelty are granted 
to the wife for every one granted to the 
husband. 

• • • 

Desertion Commonest Orottnd. 

The oororooneei etnete ground for di 
Torce la desertion. This accounted for 
nearly 89 per cant of sit the divorces 
granted in the twenty years. It Is rather 
remarkable that almost one-half of all 
those grant«Hl to husbands were for de¬ 
sertion. while In the case# of the wrlvet 
only one-third. 

The next most Important sround for di¬ 
vorce la. for husbands, adultery, and for 
wlvss. cruelty. Of the divorcee granted to 
husbands. 88 per cent, were for adultery 
of the wife, and of those granted to 
wives, n per cent, for cruelty on the pari 
of the husband. Only 16 per cent of thr* 
divorces granted to wives were for sdul- 
tery of the husband, and 16 per cent, of 
the divorces granted to husbands were for 
cruelty on the part of the wife. 

'niree-fourths of all the divorcee grants 
sd In the Un^ed States are for one or the

cruelty and sduUery—and tholr frequency 
Is in the order named. Of all the case# 
in twenty yeare the percentage was: De¬ 
sertion W. 9 ; orurfty. 81.8; adultery, 16.8. 
All other grounds for action, such as 
drunkenness, neglsrt to provide and many 
other legal charges flguro only in small 
fractions. ^ ^ 

Adultery is the only ground on which 
the number of divorces grsnted to the 
husbands exceeds the number granted to 
the aife. This difference may be attrib¬ 
uted to the probability that the offense 
when committed by the wife is less likely 
to be condoned and perhaps more likely 
to be discovered. Public eentlment doubt, 
less condemns the offense In the wife 
more strongly than In the husband, and 
possibly the courts are In some degree In¬ 
fluenced thereby. 

The enormous Increase In divorce In 
recent years Is almost wholly In the less 
serious charges of desertion and cruelty.

Only 16 per cent, of the cafes brought 
in twenty ye^s were contested, and in 
many of these ths confect was merely a 
formality. The wife more frequently con¬ 
tests than the husband. Cruelty heads ths 
list of Qpntested grounds and desertion Is 
at the fbet. Alimony Ls asked In about 
two cosee in every fifteen and granted In 
two coses out of twenty-two. 

A most Intsrestlng phase of the ques¬ 
tion Is how long marriages last before 
divorce Is grantsd. Owing to the taw's 
delsy and the time required before a de¬ 
cree con be obtained, the percentage Is 
small In the first two years of manled 
life, although many oouples sepaiate very 
quickly The hixhest figures srs rearhe<i 
aftsr three and four years of married Ilfs 
and then gradually decreases. More than 
one-t 4 alf of all the divorces are granted 
before the end of the ninth year. 

The rapidity with which matters come 
to a crisis in the married career Is In¬ 
dicated by statistics of the lime when 
they actually separate before spplylng to 
the courts. More separations occur In 
ths first and second years of married life 
than In any subsequent year. By the end 
of the fifth year more than half of all 
the separations have taken place. 

The Federal Inqulrere were not able to 
obtain complete data about the occupa¬ 
tions of divorced persons, but from the 
partial figures collected they were able 
to show that actors and professional 
showmen head the list In proportion to 
their numbers, with roustclsns and teach, 
ers of music coming next. Commercial 
travelers rank third. Dlvoroe Is least fre¬ 
quent among agricultural laborers and 
clergymen. 

The courts hsv# grsnted on an aver¬ 
age three out of every four divorce peti¬ 
tions filed.

I called upon Miss Von Volkenburg at 
her home and found her a thonoughly 
charming young woman, most gracious uf 
manner, most unassuming snd apparently 
wholly unable to scoouni for her unusual 
talent, which It qs mystifying to her os 
It la to those who nave witnessed her dem- 
onstratiuna Slie has large bruwn eyes, a 
clear olive skin, wonderfully beautiful 
teeth and a lltlie, strong, healthy body. 
While there Is always much animation la 
her face there Is also at times a look of 
seiiousnrss that makes one feel that thore 
Is something about her that is not given 
to many. She Is exquisitely sympathetic 
and thsre Is ever present an appsrsfit 
note of extreme sensitiveness. 

"When 1 was a very tiny girl I used to 
*play show.' " she said. "It was always 
that. 1 lived In Fort Wayne, and. of 
course, the beat pls)** did not come there.

Thirteen grains of radium chloride 
have been produced at the Imperial 
AustrUui radium factory located at St* 
Joaohlmsthai. It Is estimated that this 
mineral has a value of 145,000 to $50,000 
a grain, or more than half a million 
dollars for ths entire amount. Pure 
metallic radium Is never seen, but is 
always In combination. The bromide 
or chloride Is exirluried from pitch¬ 
blende by repeated reductiona This 
latter mineral is taken from a worked- 
out silver mine near St. Joachlmethal, 
a village In the Erxgeblrge, about 
twelve miles northwest of Carlsbad. 
Before the Thirty Years* War the mine 
I was operated by various owners, but 
' was abandoned when tho vein of silver 
Imcaine exhausted. Tho property come 
t Into the possession of the Austrian 
1 (kivemnient, and the pitchblende has 
I been mined during the last fifty years 
for the uranium, which Is Us principal 
! mass, or about 60 to 90 per cent, of 
the w-hole. This Is used In the manu¬ 
facture of decopt.ted glass and porce¬ 
lain. Its yellow oxides are employed 
by glass manufacturers to give a del- 
! Icate greenish-yeliow tint to glass, and 
, the black oxides are used as a pigment 
in porcelain painting. The colors are 
' exported extensively and sell on the 
average for $12 a pound. 

At present about 100 men are en¬ 
gaged in making the pitchblende, which 
Is found in small seams. Tliey work 
1 in the mine eight hours a doj*. and the 
I rest of the time cultivate small forms

In Che neighborhood. As the mine and 
radium factor)' have never paid the 
Oovemment any dividends, they are 
operated largely for experimental pur¬ 
poses, and partially to give employ¬ 
ment to ihesv extremely poor people. 
The annual output of the mine It about 
400 cwt. of pitchblende, equal to nearly 
100 owl. of uranium ore. It requires 
approximately ten tons of pitchblende 
to yield one grain of radium bromide, 
which Is contained In the residue after 
the uranium Is extracted. In the pro¬ 
cess 6.000 kilos ( 11.000 pounds) of chem¬ 
icals and 110,000 pounds of water are 
employed.

And there Is grave 
doubt expressctl by some of the boat 
liquor law attorneys in the State as 
to whether he can hare It sent up to 
the bouse by a saloon man except wnen 
he goes for It hlnioelf and pays for It 
In advance. Consequently some thou-

••X became a member of the Missis¬ 
sippi Fire Cjwhpany No. 2 when 1 was 
19 years of age,** said Capt. Lee In re¬ 
counting his experiences with Gen. 
W’alker "It was our custom to meet 
In the engine houses <u night and 
discusa Gen. W’^alker. who was then 
the Idol of the adventurous spirits of 
the country. This was in*. 1856. He 
was then in Nicaragua. Several of the 
Creoles in the company talked of Join¬ 
ing Gen. %Valker. Gen. Walker had 
an agent In New Orleans by the name 
of Mancosl. He had an ofllce at 16 bi 
Royal street.

BOTH SENTENCED TO DEATH. 


Now that eyes of Americana are di¬ 
rected toward the little Central Ameri¬ 
can country of Nlcanigua because of 
the recent shooting of Le Roy Cannon 
and I^onurd Groce, adventurers of the 
flllbuster type, the personal narrative 
of two old men. long |)aat the meridian 
of life, living their remaining years in 
quiot at the Confederate Home at Pe- 
’weo Valley, is full of Interest. In their 
youth, these two old soldiers, who wore 
the gray, were with Wllflam Walker, 
that ehratic genluh of the days before 
the war, known to Immortal fame as 
the greatest flUbuster of them all. Wil¬ 
liam C. Lee. famlllafly Known at the 
home among his comrades as "Uncle 
Billy," was with the Filibuster In the 
days Just prior to his greatest attain¬ 
ments as a generalissimo and chl^f exec¬ 
utive of Nicaragua, and Robert B. Dav¬ 
is is one of the few men living to-doj* 
who was with the Walker expedition, 
which ended In the court martial and 
death of the foolhardy editor-president- 
warrior and "man of destiny."

Memory Clear. 


Virginian. They were warriors bom. As 
a member of the Washington Artillory 
of Ne%v Orleans, I>?e served throughout 
the Civil War. being wounded thirteen 
times. He has won enough medals of 
honor to cover the front of his gray 
uniform. One which ho prizes the moil 
highly was presented to him for service 
with Walker in Nicaragua It consists 
in a star encircled with a wreath and 
Is suBpcned«from a silver bar by a piece 
of blue silk with a white strip running 
through the middle. 

Davis was an Infantryman. He went 
Into the Civil War at the outset and 
remained In service until the surrender 
St Appomatox«> He distinguished Himself 
as a brave and fearless soldier. Davis 
has read a recent account of the life of 
Walker and believes that he is able to 
add a Utile to the meager store of 
knowledge concerning the flUbuster. os 
he was with him on the last expedi¬ 
tion and heard the shots which he after, 
wards learned sent the general to his 
death at the age of thirty-seven years. 
Lee's recital Is chiefly interesting be¬ 
cause of Its Intensely human and per¬ 
sonal note. If there ever lived a man 
who loved war. travel, excitement and 
danger. Lee was that man In his young¬ 
er days That either of the two veterans 
are living to-day after their hazard¬ 
ous experiences. Is little short of mlracu-

Bom In Harrodaburg. 


With a memop' os clear and ulvid as 
though the events they related occurred 
only yesterday. Veterans Lee and Dav¬ 
is can to-day, when asked, tell of the 
httrring events of those exciting days 
when Walker with a handful of men 
whipped a major portion of Ontral 
Amcrtca and then In due course of 
time had himself elected the head of 
the provisional Government of Nlcara- 
gue.

was born In Harrodaburg. seventy- 
four years ago." said Mr. Davis by 
way of Introduction to his narrative 
concerning his service under Walker. 
"In 1859 I was !n New York. Here I 
met Cttpl O, W. Bowley. a Kentuckian, 
whom I Knew had been with Oen. Wal¬ 
ker on his former expedition Into Nic¬ 
aragua. Walker v(an then popularly 
supposed to.^ more than 2,000 miles 
from New York. I asked Capt. Bowley 
atMut the flUbuster. told him of my ad¬ 
miration for him, and expressed a de¬ 
sire to assist him In my bumble way. 
Much to my surprise. Capt. Bowley In¬ 
formed me that G«n. Walker was In 
New York. 

• • • 

Meeting WiU^Walker. 

" 'Would you like to see him?' asked 
Capt. Bowley. 1 saJd that I w'ould. 
Cdpt- Bowley then told roe that he 
would tr>’ and arrange a meeting. In 
a few days he came to me and told 
me that Qcn. Walker had consented to 
see me. I went away with him In high 
Fplrlts- I shall never forget my first 
meeting with Gen- WaJker. Ho Im¬ 
pressed me at first right os a man of 
courage, undaunted bravery, determin¬ 
ed ptirooee and high Intelligence. 1 
•was a«*Ked by Gen. Walker if he had 
understood correctly that 1 wished to 
join him in an effort to re-establish 
President Rivas and his Government In 
Nicoragua I replied that I did He 
looked me over and then #isked me 
whether 1 could gather together ten 
men. He pmnMsed me a commission If 
I could get this number. I told him 
1 W’oukl try.

Two Steamers Seized. 


suspicion of United Stntea Marshal 
Rynders w*as aroused. This resulted in 
the seizure of the steamer and all the 
suppllea 

"By the lime my men and myself 
reached New Orleans the steamer 
Fashion had been stocked with the, 
residue of the supphes. She in turn 
was also detected and seised by Col¬ 
lector Hatch of the port. This last 
seizure wiped out all the available 
supplies at the time and brought about 
a ten months' c^elay In launching ihe 
expedition. 1 went to work to sustain 
life and the remainder of my command 
did the same, biding their time until 
the Mart could be tnade. It was No¬ 
vember, 1869, when the steamer Fash¬ 
ion was taken. 

• • • 

Made a Ckptain. 


"I knew Joseph Winter, who was a 
hotel clerk in Louisville In the olden 
days, was then In New* York. He hod 
been In one of the earlier Walker ex¬ 
peditions. With hi* help I gathered 
together seven men. * We shipped 
New Oiyean* In the steerage of a cost- 
wbe reamer. Its name. 1 believe, 
was the Wellington, ft was the orig¬ 
inal Intention of Gun. Walker to start 
the expedition from New* York. He had 
secured ih« steamer Louisiana. It was 
partly loaded with supplies, when tne 


"In August. I860, more supplies and 
another steamer had been secured by 
Gen. Walker. lU loading was guarded 
with the greatest secrecy. In a few 
days wc sailed from Berwick's Bay on 
the gulf coast of I»ut8lana. 1 lost but 
one of my seven men. The remaining 
six stayed with me. Although I had 
been unable to deMver ten men. Gen. 
Walker gave me the captain's coin- 
mlsston he had promised under the 
agreement I had been unable to All. 
We sailed away In the schooner Clif¬ 
ton and were fifteen day* on the water. 
Oen. Walkers* army consisted of 186 
men. Col Henry and Col. Rudler were 
second and third In command re¬ 
spectively. Harry Moray was the mas¬ 
ter of the sailing veesel and after a 
rough voyage he landed us at Roatan 
Island, off the coast of Honduras. 

"It was the Intention of Ocn. Wal¬ 
ker to pass through Honduras on hi* 
way to Nicaragua, as the seaports of 
that country were guarded by war¬ 
ships of many nations. We proceeded 
from Rogtan Island to Truxlllo (some 
thnes spelled Trujillo) under cover of 
darkness. Col. Hem*)' was put In 
charge bf a detail set apart for the 
capture of the castle in Truxlllx This 
was accompHshed, althougti Col. Hen¬ 
ry sustain^ wounds* fr«»m whlth he 
died the next morning In one of the 
rooms of the castle. 

• • • 

Evacuate Castle. 


man River. The Hondurans soon at¬ 
tacked us here. After a desperate bat 
lie we beat them off with a loss of three 
killed and six wounded. In this en¬ 
gagement Gen. Walker waa wounded 
slightly In the face. It was necessary 
to delay a short time. Before we onulu 
proceed we sighted the English cor¬ 
vette loams steaming lo«*ard us. It 
weighed anchor and three boatloads oi 
marines made tMr w’ay to shore. Ck»m 
nvonder Salmon of the corvette was 
the flmt to step aishore.

Biid^ Prisonera. 


"The first thing Conunander Salmon 
did was to demand the surrender of 
Gen. Walker, who w’ent out to meet 
him. I heard them talking to each 
other. Oen. Walker demanded in re¬ 
turn as to whom he was to surren¬ 
der. under what flag and what aaniir- 
ancs he had of protection^ Commander 
Salmon replied that Oen. Walker waa 
surrendering to her majesty's naval au. 
thority and promised the protection of 
the British flag. With this assurance 
Oen. WaJker then surrendered. We 
were all taken aboard the corvette as 
piiaoners of w-ar and transported back 
to Truxlllo. 

"All the men. with the exception of 
Gen. WaJker and Col. Rudler. wer%- 
placed In the castle that had been 
evacuated the night before. With lit¬ 
tle regard for hi* promises of protec¬ 
tion, Commander Salmon turned Oen. 
Walker over to the Hondurans. 

• • • 

Last Sight of Walker. 


"After the capture of this strong¬ 
hold. C»en. Walker Issued a procIama-> 
tion to the Hondurans setting forth 
that It was his object and purpose to 
re-establish the provhilonaf (Govern¬ 
ment under President Rivas In Nica¬ 
ragua. He stated that he desired to 
accomplish this in a peaceful manner 
if possible. The Hondurans refused to 
entertain the proclamation under any 
conditions. Their leaders mustered all 
of tiielr available force of arm.** and 
prepared to attack. There were be¬ 
tween 1.000 and 1,500 men In the Hon¬ 
duran army against Oen. Walker's 
band, which had dwindled somewhat 
from the original 136 who sal1e<l. Gen- 
MCalker gave the order to evacuat** 

"The enemy had formed a seml-cln'le 
around the castle. Their line extended 
from the bay on one side of the cartle 
to the oraan on the other. Extending 
out from the castle was a long pl'*r, 
as the water was extremely shnllow for 
some distance out. Our cnti *uatlon 
from the castle wna made un<hr ‘he 
rover of night. We marched out of 
the castle and Into the water, walking 
as far as we could wade beneath the 
pier. 

• • • 

Beat the Hondur.ina. 


"Those confined to the castle did not 
know of the court-martial then. Of 
the entlr«» party Col. Rudler was th«. 
only member who waa an eye-wltnoss 
to the execution. On the morning of 
September 15. 1860, I and the other men 
in the castle had our last look at Gen. 
Walker. We took turn about In look 
ing through a narrow slit In the thick 
walls of the castle, which served as 
our only window, l saw the leader 
Heated on a mule, with his hands tied 
behind him, and priests on either side, 
conducted tou*ard the plaza by a de¬ 
tail of several hundred troops. Fol¬ 
lowing close behind Gen. Walker was 
Col Rudler. who was sentenced to a 
long term In the mine*, from which he 
was later rescued by his friends 

TsJten To New Orleans. 


"I saw all this the moment I hao 
at the window. Then I had to give 
my place to another. In a short whllo 
we heard the shots ring out. We 
guo.ssed w*hat had happene^j, but had 
no Mvay of knowing. During the day 
the United Flate* steamer Cumber¬ 
land sailed up to the plor. All of the 
Americans In the castle were put 
aboard as prisoners and taken to New 
Orleans. We were presented before 
, the District Judge, charged with vlo» 
I latlng the law^ of neutrality. Then 
I we were released on bond. Tho cases 
• were never called."

"Our boat went very slow and did 
not enter the river until night. We 
dlsembstkcd from the steamship and 
went aboard a river boat. Then we 
put up the liver In a week or two 
we landed near Castillo, and after a 
little skirmish seized a castle We 
then proceeded across Lake Nicaragua 
to Virgin Bay. Company B wa* next 
ordered to San Juan Del Sur on the 
Pacifle aide. The other two companies 
which were unarmed were sent to Gra¬ 
nada. where they were supplied with 
arms and ammunition. The first im¬ 
portant battle I engaged In was at the 
Half Way station on the Transit route. 
Here Capt, Stiff, of Lexington. Ky., was 
killed. He was one of Walker's aides 

"By this time I had been advanced 
to a first lleutenantO'. Alter this bat 
tie Company B went to Granada. It 
was here that I first saw Oen. Walker. 
I was 30 years old. 

'• • • 

Meets Walker When a Lieutenant, 


"You look young to be a lieutenant, 
he told me. I answered that I believed 
I could take" care of myself and my 
men. While I was In the audience of 
Gen.' Walker. Don Brlneau, his Adju¬ 
tant General, came In. and I was In¬ 
troduced to him. Two or three days 
later I helped to capture Motfalnh, 
There were about 3,000 of us all told 
We were now engaged In fighting the 
Costa Ricans, the Hondurans and the 
Leonese and English and German mcr. 
cenaries. In the attack upon Du^h 
Aide de Canjp Burbanks, of Henderson. 
Ky., W’as killed. Then 1 went hack 
to Granada and helped defend that 
place. Then there was a battle at 
8t. George. 

"At Rivas, a few miles from Om- 
nado, early in 1857 we were l>e.<i)ege4V 
I lived on mule and horse meat fbr 
weeka Ammunition and supplies were 
running low. Every night Utile parlies 
of ten and twelve were sent out on 
foraging excursions Into the iHirAna 
patches near about. In the party Jpne 
of the nights were men named Han¬ 
cock. Bell and McKinney, along wlfh 
myself. Bell was shot In the shoulder. 
While T was carrying him Into Rivas

Rockefeller for giving ths South an 
undcaimble advertisement. 

In At least one State, however. It 
wp|>earp the hookworm Is no Joke. Qov. 
Dimaghey, of Arkansas, recently ap- 
^ilnted a commission, mads up of pHy- 
slclarji, tu study hookworm ond i»el- 
lagra. and determine ways and means 
of overcoming these dlxeaees Tho com 
mission held a mating In Little liock 
a few days ago fTir the purpose of ef¬ 
fecting an organ4xatlon. In the count 
of that meeting it adopted the ful 
lowing resolutions: 

“Resolved. Tbat fhs Arkansas commis¬ 
sion on t^c atudy, of hookworm and pel¬ 
lagra pre^iu the fidiowmg ISots to ll>s 
public. 

*Tnptcad of honkwrsm dtoease. or unct 
narlosls and (kilagra being ths Jokw 
made of thorn l>y ths newspapers and the 
public, tlvey are matters of ssrlou:* danger 
to tlie ItidusCrfail and health rcogress of 
the State.

In 
hts propoeltinn to the park commission 
Mr Woollen says: 

"The place Is to be known and dewig- 
nsled by your bosrd oa ‘Woollen s vjar- 
den of Birds snd Botany.* # 

“The cabins on It sre to be maintained 
and preserved to the memory of my 
parents. Milton and Sarah WOollen. and 
eu that future generations m^y have 
some Ilea of how tho pioneers lived tn 
ckls Slate. T1u« north cab n III to te the 
WooUen room and In It kept a vtaliorr 
regie *«r. 

"It Is to be mslmalned and used os a 
place for nature study. Including horticul.

The land la estimated to be worth 
about 910,000 and the Incumbrwftee 
mentioned amounts'to 11.600 The irart 
Is regarded aa especially valuable for 
park purposes beoauoa of Ha location 
and Its groat natural bgauiy. It is^n 
the line of a boulevard sodh to bo butli 
to Fort Benjamin Harrison. There la 
no doubt the park oommission will 
comply with the terms Mr Woollen has 
Imposed and thus secure a highly Im¬ 
portant arqulaltlon u> the park system 
of IndlanapotlN. 

WllJi^ Watw>n Woollen has offered 
subsigntlal evidence of his regard fbr 
the dty wherein his Ufe has been spent 
His action Is praiseworthy In the high¬ 
est degfee. Instances of suoh devotion 
to the oommon good and such affecklon 
for one’s home city are so Infrequent 
as Inevitably to bring the refleotien that 
there ought to he more William Watson 
Woollens than there am In thewc UnKed 
States of America.

8he Is a woman of culture and clev¬ 
erness. with a busy pen that has 
brought her reputation as a dramatist, 
humorist and Action writer. She Is 
one of the roost hospitable of congres> 
slonal hostesses, her Mexican dinners 
being particularly famous institutions. 
The wonderful studio w’ould have been 
the scene of many a brilliant gathering 
this winter but for a suiSden bereave¬ 
ment that has put the family into 
mourning just after their taking pos¬ 
session.

Small Gifts From lAity. 

Thus far only small gifts from the 
laity have been ssked for.

Missourians have Just opened 
a new' college In the East, having sold 
buildings of lu old one to Homan t^ath- 
oUcs f''r a eemlnaiy for young Itnl- 
lans who will study for the ratholtc 
priesthood. 

Swedes In America belong to the Au- 
gustant Synod, ind ;i is a part of the 
Gentral Uouncll. Missourians have only 
an a<Tulemlc Interest In the appn»ach- 
ment with the Anglicans, but they are 
aroused all the same, and dttclaro that 
Swedish ofders are like their own. man. 
arranged and t>nl-glvoQ Bo far 


apart are they In church polity, the 
one congregational and the other epis¬ 
copal or nearly so, that they have little 
In common. And yet It Is said that 
through them the dtscusslon over the 
proposed afllllAtlon wKh the Anglicans 
wiU now go on apace. Lutheran papers

The Montmartre catacombs running 
down nearest to the quartler of the 
great commisalon houses are known to 
contain the storehouses of famous 
**Black Bands." They do wholesale 
business In all kinds of merchandise 
obtained on fraudulent credit, beside 
hlgk-claas "fencing."

TOYS TMAT TAhK QT OWN ACCOIRID) AMON© XMA? 


An ancient quarry! It is the whole 
story of Old Paris. The Paris of the 
Middle Agfs—towers, walls, palaces— 
was quarried underground for the stone 
built high Into the air. In the days of 
Joan of Arc. there was already a sub* 
tifTranean labyrinth under half of Paris, 
already a mysten*. where Hardy de 
Passavant hnd tho Duke of Burgundy 
secretly met th# heads of the Twidea 
Unions. Fantastic streets, their smooth 
stone ceilings 40 feet beneath the sur. 
face, emptied into vast dark halls, 
turned, Intenteoted. without plan, ac¬ 
cording to tho quality of the stone, as 
tho ancient quarry followed it. Gal¬ 
leries dating from Gallo-Roman times 
had become forgotten, already, In 
Gothic time#—as 1001*1018 know who 
have ftayod at a certain boarding¬ 
house near the Pantheon. 

Tho subterranean halls are tls chief 
attract Ion- They take you to a cellar; 
In Its floor 'Ihero Is a hole. Dow^ a 
second flight of stone steps go the tour¬ 
ists. candle In hand: twenty-flve steps 
plus the twenty from the surface to 
the collar and we arrive In what seems 
a Gothic cnTJk hut for two great fire¬ 
places and stone benches round the 
wall. Now. ohacr\*e this square stone, 
flttlnr neatly In Us (»avlng. It lifts; 
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thing very different It must be from the 
little bellow*a-tlke contrivance with a 
sort of whistle In It that has been the 
ordinary and long-famlllar Instruments 
of uttemnoe In dolls and the woolly and 
furry creatures of the nursery.

One of the most interesting points 
about these new animals and doll- 
babies—some of tho tatter, by the way, 
are of canton na4mel and all but inde- 
BtrucUhle—is that they coroe from the 
little town of Glngen-on-the-Brens. in 
Germany. Thia Is the source from which 
the Teddy bears and the ortginala of all 
the ot^er animals of the kind harp em¬ 
anated. These crmlure*, to wort^^fiil- 
ly artistic and lifelike that all Tmlis- 
Uons of them on the market uro very 


C HILDREN nowadays look for 
something brand-new In the 
way of animals every time 
Christmas comes around. Ac¬ 
cordingly, It must be supplied. Already 
Teddy bears and cats and monkeys of 
similar cohatnjctlon. as well as ele¬ 
phants, have become to some extent 
back nunvJbers. so to speak. That is to 
say, while still highly appreciated by 
the young folks, they lack the element 
of novelty. 

This element Is provided for th** com¬ 
ing Yuletlde In the shape of anim&la 
of fresh pottema. which—and this Is 
the Important thing—possess voicea of 
a new kind. There are. for example, 
several different breeds of cats (as one 
may Judge from their appearance), 
which meow loudly. But one does not 
pinch them to make them meow. They 
cry of their own accord, when dandled 
In the arms.

They represent sailors, 
policemen and other familiar liToa* 
and are made to cr>' out by pressing 
dow*k tho tops of tho hats they wear. 
Evidently It Is some sort of bellows-like 
device thiu produces the sound. 

Most strikingly novel Is the toy fly¬ 
ing machine. Not an airship, he It un¬ 
derstood; for the dirigible balloon has 
already been familiar as a plaything 
for several seasons. It Is the aeroplane 
that Is In question, and which makes 
Its first appeajmnce this year In the 
nurser>'. Evidently It Is oivpied after 
the flying machine of Henri Furman, 
the French aviator, and, like his ap¬ 
paratus. rune 00 a pair of wheels when 
on the ground. Of cuume. It docs not 
really fly. but only locdcs aa If It might 
do so. 

The newest of the big meohanlool 
toys If- a complete machine shop in 




miniature. It nvjt>* be run by either 
electricity or steam, whichever Is pre¬ 
ferred. An opillnao' clnirto light wire 
will furnish all the power it requires. 
The outfit of the shop comprLses ma¬ 
chine drills, lathes, a grindstone, etc., 
sll of which revolves at a high rate of 
speed and with a moat realistic hum¬ 
ming ntdse. All of this for only 1160. 

The American boy oeema to be more 
InterestM In rallnvadlng than In any¬ 
thing else In the mechanical line. Hence 
It comes about that for next Christmoa 
there are itctunJly small eledrio looo- 
motlvea, while others are run by steam. 
The railroad tracks for nursery use are 
provided with lights, semaphore* for 
signaling, and other up-to-date devices; 
and. aa the very latest touch, there are 
train sheds w*lCh glass roofs. 

f»ne toy rallrned station la Illumi¬ 
nated by incandescent lights whdn a 
switch Is touohc*d. The signals on rhe 
miniature roods, too. are ehctrlc. and 
likewise the headlights of some of the 
locvpimlvea. Electrirliy for running the 
tr^M U supplleil through a third rail 
In a thoroughly modem fashion. To 
provide the requisite electricity, a yel¬ 
low* chemical substance come.s In pow¬ 
dered form, which, according to direc¬ 


tions, hiia only to be put into small 
glass boitlea (which serve as wet cellsL 
with water. 

Some of the larger mechanical play¬ 
things. suoh as formerly were controlled 
by clockwork, are now operated by 
small batteries, A racing automobile, 
which looks exactly like a rral one In 
miniature, is run by eloctrtciiy. There 
seems to be no question that contriv¬ 
ances of this sort, put in the hands of 
yourkgstem. have a certain educational 
vaJua If one is to learn railroading 
and electrical mechanics, it Is not a bad 
Idea to begin tri the nursery. 

Among the new clockwork playthings 
Is an cleplient that bafsjices himself on 
a barrel as the latter rolls along. This 
Is an obvious imitation of a fajnilLar 
circus trick—the circus, as a matter of 
fact, being a very common source of 
suggestion for Inventive toymakers. 
There Is hardly a font of the aaw*dust 
ring, not even excepting the loop-lhe- 
lno|>. that Is not reproduced to-day In 
some shape In the mimic world of tqy- 
dom. 

A number of the new toys this year 
are made to go through lifelike move¬ 
ments by meojis of sklllfuny balanced 
wel|rlil3. So artfully arc the latter ad¬ 


justed that a very slight push Is needed 
to moke nn acn!»bat. for example, go 
through quite a complicated perform¬ 
ance. There it a hear gymnast which 
la Impelled In this fashion to execute 
a s#‘ries' of somrnmuUs along as pair 
of pfirallel bars. 

There are also soldiers of an entirely 
now pattern, mad- of wood and bril¬ 
liantly palmed—some on fojf, othera 
horseback. In fact, the foot sol¬ 
diers are merely dismounted cavalry, as 
would appear, and can be set upon the 
horses If derlred. All of them are In¬ 
geniously Jointed, jro as to be able to 
stand up or alt down; and their actions, 
even fo the way In which they carry 
their w'enpona. are remarkably lifelike.

Ttie-Kiang. opposite Hankow, and will 
go on south to the mighty city of Can¬ 
ton. This part of the line la somewhat 
know'n to the United States. It was 
sur\*eyed by American engineers under 
a concession that was granted to Cal¬ 
vin Brice and others of our famoua 
capitalists about eleven years ago. As 
far as 1 can learn, the Amerioans did 
little more than go over the line and 
bf gin Us construction. They shllly- 
sliallled and dUly-dallled until the Chi¬ 
nese grew tired and then sold back 
their conceaalon to them at an enor¬ 
mous profit. The Chineee are glad to 
again have hold of their property, and 
they expect to put the line through. 

Mr. Tsou, ths railway' man with whom 
I talked, la a pusher. He Is a live, np- 
to-date capitalist and la business from 
stare to finish. He has been educated, 
along Western lines, and speaks fluent- 
* ly a half dosen languages. Our con¬ 
versation was In English. He said: 

"Wo have gone over the route and 
made new surveya and we aiready 
have the schemes of organisation and 
of raising the money praotlcally com¬ 
pleted. 

"The road nbw planned la to con¬ 
sist of four great dlvtslona. ons for 
each of the provinces through which 
It runa All told, the line will bo aboot 
SOfi miles long, and will pass through 
the richest and most populous parts 
of the empire. The northern section 
begins h^e at Hankow, and runa for 
120 miles southward through the prov¬ 
ince of Hupeh. This Ls the section with 
which I am connected. Hupeh wiH 
control it. The money will be raised 
here, and the road will be managed 
from Wuchang until the entire line is 
completed. The next section goes 
south from Hupeh to Hunan, and the 
third through Northern Kwangtung. 
joining there to the fourth, which runs

Dancing of Ruth St. Denis—News 
of New York Stage.

N BW YORK. Nov. r —Tho WaJO 
New Yorker at a thaater hardly 
over i^<ls the programme, for 
that would Imply that tho hlU 
know* more beforehand than he doea 
about the play, and eapeclally If It be a 
mualcal farce, he doesn't like to have 
anyone think he can't racognlxe the play¬ 
ers at sight as. one after another, they 
come on the stage.

George Bctban and Ernest Iktrobrrt have 
been familiar carlratuiiau of thoso two 
forstgners a long while. So when an ex¬ 
citable Tyrol hotel keeper strode, and a 
nonchalant English tourist strolled. Into 
the new Hobart-Smlth-Ilerberl show, 
^rlth aspects and mannerisms unchanged, 
who doubted that they were Behan and 
Lambert again. I didn't until one sang 
and the oUtcr danced surprisingly well. 
Then 1 found their names in the printed 
cast to be Chsrles Judels and Vernon 
Castle, quite new and strange In the Ten- 
derloLn 1 went to the lobby at the end 
of the act to laugh at the oliapt who re¬ 
marked that Bc^bun had found a singing 
voice, eh wot? and Lambert had got a 
hew pair of dancing legs, don’t you think?

He runs In with 
a child on his back, several at his heels, 
and plays with them as Joe Emmet and 
Billy Scanlon u»ed to. and as Andy 24ack 
and Oauncey Olcott do now. Fields has 
become a plain, obvious and decidedly 
facile comedian. This time bu German Is 
an old Vlenoede Inventor, who has made 
himself famous and a millionaire, and 
seeks a respite from celebrity by going to 
the IVrol for a vacation under an as¬ 
sumed name HU ruse results In his los¬ 
ing his wallet containing ail his funds;

That fine Shakespearian 
comedian. John Bunny, gets hugged by a 
girl with all her tipsy might. Eva Daven¬ 
port. matronly to the weight of three 
hundred pounds, has as much of her sur¬ 
face splashed with champagne as a 
thrown glass ran empty. Ada Lewis, of 
Harrigau's tough girl memory, here p.iay- 
Ing a v'lenna chorus lady, exclaims in’her

song with dancing on the side. 

William J Locke Is very much the 
fashion of the day, so U is not surprising 
to sea his novels hustled onto the stage 
before the Ink of them Is quite dry But 
there la a pitgall for the dramatist In the 
Locke method.

Ruth St. Denis Is new this year with 
Hindoo dances Imitated, snd likely elab¬ 
orated from the rltee In Asiatic tem¬ 
ples. Her show Is an hour and a 
half tong, costs as much as a drama, 
and like Isabella's, draws large as¬ 
semblages of w-omen chiefly. Why are 
these young women's artful dlsrobements 
more Interesting to her sex than 
to the other?

The drama or "8trife” cooaista of four 
Incidents between noon and nightfall of 
one winter^a day during the visit of the 
Pittsburg directors to deal with the 
trouble at their tin works In an Ohio 
town.

Ind.. by State 
Auditor Blllhelmer to-day It develop<^d 
that $74,000 of the bank’s funds had 
been loaned without security to iho 
Be4*m Manufairturlng Company, operat¬ 
ed by the three sons of David E. Boem, 
one of the heads uf the Institution.

AJlego That Millions of Peopto Have

San Francisco, Nov. 27.—The failure 
of an engine In one of the big power 
housee. caused by a low tide shutting 
off the water from the condenser. In¬ 
terrupted all telegraphic and telephonic 
communication with the outside world 
for a few mlntues to-night and gave 
rise to a flood of rumors throughout 
the country that the Interruption had 
been caused by an earthquake.

Washington. Nov. 27.—On behalf of 
Samuel Gdmpers, John Mitchell and 
Frank Morrison, tho labor leaders, a 
petition was filed In the Supreme Court 
of the United States to-day for cer- 
tlonui requiring the Court of Api»eals 
of the District of Columbia to certify to 
the nation's highest tribunal for Its re¬ 
vision and determination the appeal 
taken by them In the famous Buck 
Stove and Range esse. 

In the petition It la stated that "the 
questions Involved In this ca.se are of 
great public Importance, affecting the 
views and conduct of many mllUons of 
people, including two .^million who are 
by representation made defendants In 
the principal action.

It la urged that a differ¬ 
ence of opinion on that point exists In 
the Court of Appeals, one member of 
which dissented from the judgment of 
the majortiy of the tribunal.

Worces¬ 
ter. or Bow are worth more than their 
weight in gold; yet what one may 
fondly Imagine to be a convincing piece, 
with Its refined decoration and simple 
gilding, bearing the golden anchor. Is 
not a bit of old Chelsea, but a 'fake* 
made by woll-known firms on the con¬ 
tinent Only the uninitiated now put 
any reliance in 'old marks ' They are 
meaningless, and are freely applied to 
raolern copies with open and notorious 
forgep*. There are ooeoslonaily some 
rare pieces of china and pottery yet to 
he procured, ns well as genuine ex¬ 
amples of the more recent periods of 
some of the notable foctorlea (usually 
early Nineteenth century), such as 
Derby, Worcester, Spodc. Coslport and 
RockTngham china, and Wedgewood. 
Spode, Mason, and other Staffordshire 
potteries. These may possess some 
slight sentltnental and antique value, 
and are well worth buying for practical 
use. but In themselves they can not be 
called fine and are otherwise unworthy 
of oollecllng. But even then such pieces 
should be purrhssed only under expert 
advice and with a written guaranty of 
genuineness.

Written Oaoronty Upheld. 


"With reference to the effectiveness 
of the written guaranty, the English 
courts have recently sustained the con¬ 
tention that |f a false description of on 
antique Is glvvn In the Invoice, the pur¬ 
chaser is entitled to full recover>* The 
written guaranty is therefore far from 
being valueless and should always be 
Insisted on as a protection Further¬ 
more any evasion or hesitation on the 
part of a dealer U» give one should he 
accepted as a token of his dishonesty. 

"Before leaving the. subjoct It might 
be stated that Cromwellian coins of 
small denomination, wholly worthless 
to the numismatic collector, bring from 
ten to fifteen lime* their faoe value 
among purveyors of 'fake* antiques, 
since they can be embedded In a tray 
or the bottom of a punch or toddy ladle 
to conrince the miHIble of the genuine- 
ness of his purenaas. 

"Tbs forger of old English slivsr haa 
been somewhat restrained by fear of 
the law, which makes the eophisticatirm 
of hall-marks In Greet Britain a very 
haxsrdouB occupation. Likewise, the 
almoat prohibitive prices for which 
Hkirly English silver Is offered confine 
Its csoUecllon. generally speaking, to 
i'onnotsseurs. The Ingenuity of the 
fakir, however, la none the less ocoo- 
sionally exert Istd to .InFert Into some 
late piece or modern copy old marks 
taken from an article of little value. Be¬ 
yond the actual Intrinsic value of the 
metal, specimens of the Late Goorglan 
p^od are worthlsss. yet they are non* 
being extensively doUected by many 
dealsrs throughout Orest Britain for 
sale to Amerloan customers who will¬ 
ingly pay from ten to twenty times 
their trade value.

ous by the fact that H has a discernible 
subsurface of copper. Now. (he truth 
of the matter is that much modem elec¬ 
troplate Is done on a copfier body, ss 
was the case with the oM. The precise 
difference, however, between the old 
and th« new ta that, with respect to 
the former, the silver was first fused 
and beaten onto a oopper block, the 
whole Mug aftefwards being worked 
Into shape by hand; whereas, after the 
discovery of the process of elecropUtIng 
In 1249, or thereabouts, the article to be 
silvered was mechanically evolved end 
the aflver Instantaneously applied by 
means of the electro process. The re¬ 
sults of these two methods are vastly 
dltwlmilsr, for Instead of the ploy and 
accident of light on a beaten and un¬ 
even surface, which Imparts one of the 
chief charms to the hand-wrought prtM*- 
css there U, whsn Hie silver has been 
mechanically oppHed, only an assertive, 
ness and garish regularity of surface." 

"Genuine old Bheitleld plato In Its 
original and unronovated condition Is 
worth about $0 per cent as m;ich as 
modem silver, and about YS per cent, 
of sliver of a contemporary period. It 
Is, however, worth five or six times 
ths commercial value of faked* Shef¬ 


field plate, with which In no other way 
can a comparison be made. Literally 
ton# uf faked Hheffleld plate are nu\% 
being manufacturod. most of which, 
sooner or later, finds Its way to Ameri¬ 
ca and the colonies. 

"With respect to pewter, the love for 
w hich did not assert It seif until long 
after must of It had dlsoDpeared In 
the melting put. It might sitfely be salo 
that ft& per cent, uf oil one could find 
through England and Scotland has been 
made within tho last ten years. Like¬ 
wise. practically all tho ‘old Dutch’ 
brats artkJer*. wuch os alms dishes, 
plaques, candlesticks and jardinieres, 
are of mmlem moke, although they may 
roach tho dealer via Hollaml. The pro¬ 
duction of ‘old masters* and ancestor# 
rontlniiet a lucrative Industry In Great 
Britain. It being a matter for serious 
r*'grot that the talent, and sometimes 
even genius, suggested by theoc fraud¬ 
ulent w'orks of art should be abased to 
such mean ends.

Clorer Ruse of Dealer. i 


"Difficulties thicken as the subject 
of old English furniture Is approached. 
Largs stakes are here frequently played 
for and the cunning of the dealer 
amounts to sheer genlua lUustrailve of 
this, an Inatani'p of recent occuneo^e 
may bo cited; What purported to be 
some exceptionally rare Chippendale 
oholrs were sold by a well-known deal¬ 
er to a certain nobleman who unhesi¬ 
tatingly acetptc^d the duelers wrord that 
they were genuine. 8*mie time after 
this, however, the services of an expert 
were emplo3red to further exam¬ 
ine them, when it was ro\*ealed that a 
swindle had been perpetrai*^!, tht 
chairs being nothing more than fine 
modem copies. The customer In¬ 
formed the dealer of this dli»cover>, 
defnandlng. on penalty of exposure, 
that the full purcluise price be Imme¬ 
diately refunded. Much to the pur- 
chs^ris surprise the dealer nsfiised to 
make restitution under circumstances 
which he alleged Involved both his rep¬ 
utation and his honor. Bm, to put It 
differently. If the customer would sim¬ 
ply state hla dlsealIsfocttoo with hie 
purclvase, then he (the dealttr). know- 
Ih"' the chairs to be genuine, would 
tlionk him fur the privilege of being 
allowed to recover them, but. It must 
be distinctly Understood, only upon 
the terms and conditions of an ordi¬ 
nary sale. 

"Tlie dealer thereupon offered about 
21,000 over and at>o\'e the sum for 
which the chairs had previously been 
purchased. To this, of course, the no¬ 
bleman demurred. pnHeating that he 
desired no profit from on unfortunate 
venture, but In the end, In order to 
secure the recovery’ of hi# money, he 
was prevailed upon to acquiesce In this 
extraordinary pruposei. The bhairs hav¬ 
ing been duly returned, no great time 
elapsed before another customer took 
their piiinbaas under corislderatlon. A 
sale hod now. however, becotite much 
simplified, for not only could the source 
of the purchase he pointed to with 
pride, but actually Ihe check was ex¬ 
hibited. showing beyond all doubt that 
the chairs hod been purchased from 

the well-known collector, at 
a price InlJcatlve of their apparent 
worth. Thus tne dealer, shadowing 
his own dishonesty by this clever ruse, 
contrived to snatch even a further 
profit out of this second and more un¬ 
scrupulous transaotlon. * 

"It Is no exaggeration to say that 
such episodes are a dally occurrence In 
the antlquo tradt^. except that, gener¬ 
ally speaking, the Ignorant purchaser 
seldom gets In exchange for his In¬ 
vestment even so much as a good mod¬ 
ern copy. Many so-called antique shops 
Bctuallv caro‘ on blends# without hav¬ 
ing one genuine pfe^ of oAllque fUmi- 
tur# In their establishment. Fine pieces 
of period furniture bring higher prices 
In London than In New \ork. and the 
lr«expcrlenced Amerk?an cbllector ha.* 
little chance of outwitting the alert 
dealers eitd ronnotsseurs of England 
when It comes to securing something 
for nothing.

Other Pitfalls. 


"In Holland old chests, cabloets. 
desks and chairs of little value are 
collected, end. after being veneered 
with cheaply made marquetry, are sent 
to Great Britain. Old oak beam# from 
demolished churrhes or granaries are 
likewise in constant demand for con¬ 
version Into Jacobean refectory tables 
and Queen Anne furniture. Mkl-VIc- 
torian ped<^tal sideboards aro amputat¬ 
ed Into specimens of Roberi Adam, and 
conventional Inlay suitable for Sheraton 
furniture Is cut out bv machinery and 
supplied in any quantity to those who 
have skill and inclination to fabricate 
antique#. GrandfaUirr cbx?ks sre fre¬ 
quently mado up of 'fuch Incongruities 
as a modem dial with a forged maker’s 
name and date, an old cose patched up 
and set off by modern Inlay, and per¬ 
haps works of about fifty year# ago. 
Grandfather chairs are also, almost 
without exception, modem, or old 
frames debauched by new cabriole or 
claw-and-ball Ugs. Violins signed 
Strsdlvarlus or JacobUs Stainer. #ur- 
repttlieusly hidden in rnhhlsh heaps, are 
replaced by others as soon as sold. 'Old* 
armor, medals, and medallions, oil of 
modem origin, abound In rich proCuaion. 
'AJttIque' Spanish. Portuguese and 
English paste jewelry everywhere In¬ 
trudes Itself A flood of cheap and in¬ 
artistic Japaneoe ware Is also pouring 
out over the country; prints, gold lac¬ 
quer, cloisonne enamel, Ivory. , and 
bronxe contributing a full share to the 
swelling volume of alloys and commer¬ 
cial antique# 

"To successfully collect nowadays re¬ 
quires expert knowledge and IschnlcnJ 
training, sinoe It may tic generally stat¬ 
ed that nothing but the veriest triibh U 
to be found in •O per cent, of the an¬ 
tique shops of Great Britain and the 
oontlnont. Those, therefore, who wish 
to secure genuine antiques would tetter 
make up their minds that U will be 
more satisfactory, nnd cheaper In the 
end to purchase only on exi»crt advice 
or of dealers willing to give a written 
stipulation that all articles sold are 
gtmrmnteed to be approximately of the 
period repnwented. and. with respect to 
English furnKure. that no carving, in¬ 
lay or repairs have been added; pur¬ 
chase money to be refunded should any 
of fhcpe statements prove on examina¬ 
tion to be untrue Furthermore, the 
serA’lces of this office are at the dis- 
poaal of any person wishing more 
spcclfl c and detallcf i advice."

»aya a South Horpswell (Ma.) spe¬ 
cial to the New York Wurld On 
on* part of the beach alone euoogh 
burled shell heaps were uncovered to 
Indkatc that t>oriuipa ftO.OOa rcdaklni 
w'ere in the habit of coming from the 
muuntalnji and foreota in the interior 
of the Htate eveiy spring and camping 
on the ftcashore. For how many cen¬ 
turies the coast was thus used there 1# 
os yet no means of telling, hut It Is 
not Iraprohohle the sandy Mtretchea 
were pci>ular summer resorts t.OOQ 
years ago. at a time when Greece and 
Rome were at the height of their power. 

In this cvnnectloh k la interesting to 
note that scarcely any similar shell 
heaps have been found on the Atlantic 
coast south of Maine, which proves one 
of two things—4dUJvr the rocky fi^nna.- 
Uon in upper New EngtsiHl has been 
eepeclslly favorable for the nresena- 
tlon of relics which onoe .existed but 
have been swept sa'ojr oft’ the Routh- 
*-m Sea coast# or tti^, Maine coo^t wo# 
really a summer resort 'for Indians 
from all over the eustern part of tho 
Continent. 

The prehistoric shell and flahbone 
heap# found by the Amherst parly 
generally ran from two to six feet 
deep. In some were discovered boiiee 
of Ihe great auk, extinct In this region 
for centuries. No ogrloultunU Imple- 
mems of any kind were found, nor ojiy. 
remains of corn. Instead were arrow 
and speor heads, harpijun#. with from 
one to nine barbs, flahh'ook#. awls and 
skinning kxiIs. BoaUered through ths 
heapH were bone* ofrihe deer, muos^, 
bear, foxes, wolves, mink. beav*er, por¬ 
cupine. msrterL real, geese, cod had¬ 
dock. hake, flounder*^ sculptn and cun- 
nera. There were ondoubteiHy hone# 
of many varietlesi of birds, bat they 
could not be Iclontlfled. because of the 
iibsence of the plumage. En<»ugh wa* 
found, though, to make It clear that the 
American Indian, when he came to 
ep«ud htx summer on the cool coast of 
Maine, lived high and indulged in ever>’ 
luxury It was possible for him to com¬ 
mand.

In cose of csnn4ball9m. too. the bones 
would have l>een scattered. More than 
400 hammers n*ere discovered, only one 
having been used with a handir. There 
were broken remnants of pottery, with 
more tlian usually elaborate design#. 
The marking* had evidently been done 
with a stick notched at one end. The 
vessc'la were round-bottomed, showing 
them for u.*e in hanging over the fire. 

Prof Loomis found a number of what 
he call* "gaming #tlcks.** with #pot.^. 
probably used os dice These prehis¬ 
toric Ir^Ians were also fond of music 
and piped their lay to the accom¬ 
paniment of the sad sea waves. One 
of their musical Instruments—a flute 
made out of the hollow wlngr bone of 
a goose. w*llh four or five hole# in It— 
1* now in i«#ses#loD of Dwight Blai¬ 
ne)*, on Ironbound Island. No Indian 
skull# were found, which is regarded 
as a curious circumstance. The aborig¬ 
inal summer resorters had skiffs, from 
which they fished, but they dUl not 
venture out from the mslnloiuL Island# 
sori>e piece out, like Monhrgan.^dld not 
show the shell hr«p#.

One Thousand Heaps. 

The Amljerst party esilmated l|Mii 
there were 1,000 of the heaps feat¬ 
ured along the main coast. w*lth the 
probability that there were at least 
fifty Indians In each camp, a total 
summer population of 00,000. The 
preserx’atlon m the bono# In the heap# 
for so many centuries is partly ex¬ 
plained by the fact that they were un¬ 
der masses of Impacted clam shell# 
which formed^a sort of tiled roof and 
kept off the w'ater. In vend or clay 
the lime In the bones would soon have 
backed out, but In a shell heap the 
bones apparently gained more lime than 
they lost. 

The natives of lo-day made mucli 
fun of the Amherst ethnologists for 
dalving In the ancient shell heaps, and 
they called the college folks '’loon#." 
They gasped when they learned the 
despised heap# had given up 600 In 
dlan tools, worth lu the relic market 
from 12 to 110 upleoe. The Amherst 
party took home a story about a single- 
minded native "Chebeagiier." who tried 
to take a cow frqm one island to an¬ 
other by standing her fore feet In one 
boat and her hind f«*et In onoeber.

THEIR LIFE MONOTONOUS. 


An laler#*#tlng orrount of a MoorUih 
liorern Is gU'on by a writer In the Lon¬ 
don Dally Mall. She oays 

1 have juol returned from a long 
vlBli to Morocco, in a large but Imrbor- 
les# seaport at which my brother 
tradefl. I wa# Ihtroducod to the GiV- 
»*mor. I am over 20, and he t\*na cour¬ 
teously amaxed that I waa sUll unmar¬ 
ried. He told me thaf the lodlea of hla 
harem would be pleased to »e* me.* 

So 1 went upytalr# to tho women's 
apartments. My guide waa a little 
black slave with big black eyes.

For yearn the Cleveland (*lub has l^een 
a thorn In Dygert’s side. The Naps had 
the aggravating habit of heating uygett 
wlvh roofiontcnous reguliyity; In fact, so 
much so that Connie Mack seldom risked 
•ctidlng Jimmy against the Clevelands, no 
matter how good he looked In the warm¬ 
ing up practice 

Late in July Mack found himself up 
against a long run of double-headers, 
with a pitching staff that waa only In 
fair shape. At the time thr Athletics were 
In the thick of the light for the pennant, 
and c% ery joime meant a lot to the foxy 
manager or the Philadelphia Americana, 
On the day the Cleveland team arrived 
In Phllailelpnla. for a five-ganie aeries in 
three days. the Athletics* pennant 
chances received a severe Jolt by an In¬ 
jury to Catcher Paddy Livingston that 
for a time threatened to keep lilm out of 
the nme for several weeks. 

It had been Mack's Intention to use Dv- 
g4rt In one of the games of the double- 
header with Cleveland, despite tho fact 
that he had never been very successful 
against the Naps.

But tho sgliation against Rugby has 
reached a point where something drastic 
must bo done. The same condition ex¬ 
isted four yean ago. and directly raaulled 
In legislation, which adiranced tho game 
fully 100 per cent- The same men who 
made football possible later threw such 
restrictions around It until now It Is even 
a more dangerous sport than It was In 
those days. 

The rapidity with which numerous 
schools have canceled their schedules for 
tha season shows that tlie game as It Is 
played to-day does not meet the approvaj 
of athletic directors. The <'anceilng of 
these games does not meaj^ that Rugby 
will be abolished. The game Is too firmly 
esULbllshed with the public for such mess- 
urea Football could nut be aboUahed as a 
sport, save by law* of the State. But col* 
lege football could be legislated against 
until ths game would be driven from the 
amateur ranks and lined up with profes¬ 
sional sports. When that is done, the In¬ 
terest In the gome will cease. Spirit wlU 
be locking. ^ , 

But the daya of the old mossed plays 
are over. The sooner the high moguls of 
the sport reallra it the better It will be for 
the game. Different plana and schemes 
have been suggested that. It Is hoped, will 
solve the problem and stop tho unfavor¬ 
able crltlclsin. ^ 

There is but one way to put football 
bark where It belongs. That Is to open up 
the game even more than It was during 
the first rear of the forward pass. 

If the rules committee, no matter of 
whom It consUta and no matter what col¬ 
leges It affecta will go hack to the for¬ 
ward pass as It v asin I9u6. a long step 
will be made toward the elimination of the 
dangers of the game. Selfish Inter^f 
will have to give way to action that will 
result In the general good of the 
WKh the forward pass as It was In I99a 
that Is. letting any man on the offensive 
side recover the ball after a fumble and 
throw out tho rtfieen-yaid penalty for an 
uncompleted forward pass- the open game 
will Again hav'e Us chance. 

• • • 

Why Not Many Forward Passe*. 

Tlie forward poos might bo. made more 
spectacular by an adoption of a rule al¬ 
lowing as many forward passes In a play 
as tho side with the ball elects to make 
Under this rule the ten yards In three 
doams would not be an Impossible one. 
But If the forward pass Is held under the 
restrictions that now maintain, the yard¬ 
age niwesaary In throe iiowus would be 
decreasetl to five, the old distance. 

Though opposition hae been raised to 
the on-sIde kick. Ihe play should be al¬ 
lowed to remain. There la littie danger In 
the on-ilde kick. The play has never i^t-n 
worked to Its poasIblUtles for the r •'Ton 
that accurate kickers are few and far be¬ 
tween. To make the on-sIde kick, a fac¬ 
tor In the general scheme of attack, kick- 
era are necessary who can shoot the ball 
with some degree of accuracy. 

With such a hooter, the play is as spec¬ 
tacular as was the forward pass in the 
height of Its glory. The ferwsrd the 
on-slde kick and the quarterback run 
would open up. the game until accident 
would be minimised to the least. 

Coach /Vjpnta-^tagg. of the Chicago 
University footbill team, who Ig,consid¬ 
ered one of the greatest tacticians In the 
game u>-day, Jias come out with a line of 
suggestions for the betterment of the 
game. But Stagg. like many otheix, dis. 
regards the greatest ciiilclsm a^lnst 
football. If he has been nuoled cortdcfly. 

Stagg would increase 'the distance in 
three downs to fiftocn yards and place 
penalties for plUkg up and pulling. He 
argues that this would tmd to open up 
the game and force tho use of tho for- 
v^ard paoa. It no doubt would, but It 
would also mako a farce out of the game. 

Stagg makes thW mistake that many oth- 
ors do—namely, that the forward pass un¬ 
der Its present rules, is practically an Im- 
poAslbiUty. Would not the increasing of 
the distance, wRh the same restrkHlons on 
the open play, tend to force coaclies to 
devise means to make ths extra dlsfance 
through the line or around the ends? 
Strategic tactics would have to be worked 
even more than they are now. 

• • • 

Utassing Would Be Greater. 

When these failed the teams would fall 
back on the old mass plays, and attempt 
fifteen yards, where now they are reituirsd 
to make ten, 

Such conditions have , made the Rugby 

P imo the dangerous one ihkt It Is to-day. 

ndeniably. Rugby to-day Is more danger¬ 
ous than It ever was. imt the dangers as 
a rule lie in the line, w’bere 76 per cenL 
of the fatalities have occurred* 

In the days before the forward pass ^vas 
created five yards were all that were re» 
QUlred. With the coming of the new game 
tlie distance wss double. When the for¬ 
ward pass was restricted the distance re¬ 
mained thV same. Now football has re- 
folveil tticif Into this; That teams have 
to make double the distance under the 
present rules that they did under the old 
rules. Consequently, the line amasblng Is 
fiercer and foster than ever. There you 
have the reason for the accidents—the de- 
fenoo, generally one man. stopping the 
play, and backing up the defensive ieam, 
which makes the man against whom (he 
play was directed the pivot of two on- 
rusnlng charges.

with the hands or batted with the cluo. 
U must ^ caught In the spoon-shaped 
end and thrown. —

(Dundee Advertiser.) 

Gin Is apparently an Important factor 
In the economic life of Southern Niger¬ 
ia. for. according to the report of the 
Committee of Inquiry into the liquor 
trade of the district. It Is even used as 
currency. ”In the more backw'ard parts 
of the cc»untr>'.'* says the report. ‘’Brit¬ 
ish coin Is regarded with suspicion. Tne 
people are still In the barter stage, and 
for various reasons gin furnishes the 
muit convenient standard of value. In 
five native courts In the brass district 
where pecuniary fines had l>een Im¬ 
posed. p.ayment was made In gin, 
contrary to the Instructions of the <3ov. 
ornment A church missionary witness, 
named Onyeabo Informed us that fines 
w tire takm In gin at Qnltsha by the 
Government, and that a native crier 
summoned the waterside i»eop|e In the 
name of the district Oovemmeni to 
elect a chief, proclaiming at the same 
time that every person who did not at¬ 
tend would be fined twelve bottles of 
gin. In one school Bishop Johnson 
found that sixty of the seventy-five 
hildren betw'een the ages of S and 18 
years were regular gin drinkers.

The fact 
I hat They are compelled, by our neglect, 
to live In wretched s4|ualor ts taken for 
proof that squalor makes them happy No 
assumption could be more crassly jn’aiul- 
lous. For all we actually know, indeetl. 
the average pig may have the soul of a 
seer and a poet, and the harsh fate which 
condemns him fo wallow In a sty may 
break his heart. He cannot make us ac¬ 
quainted with his Inarticulate grunts and 
whistles; too scanty In number and too 
simple 4n structure to convey complex 
conco|>ts to our minds. In a word, a 
pig’s philosophy, if ha has any, must re¬ 
main for us an Impenetrable mystor>'. 
home with him to hie predestined sham¬ 
bles. unvolretl. Inexpllcabls ami unsuspect¬ 
ed. If he Is a Milton at all he Is Inevi¬ 
tably a mute. Inglorious one. If he suf¬ 
fers. no matter how keenly, he cannot 
tell ue where It hurts. 

Rightly viewed, this opaque envelope 
of silence should make (he pig romantic 
rather than disgusting. His outer life, 
true enough, Itas a certain unmistakable 
gmssneiks, but his Inner personality may

Don’t 
Judge th«* pig lutrshly or superflcialty A 
mcc which produces martyre Is far from 
the bottom of the icale Given oiTportu- 
nlty and the gift of speech. It might also 
produce r)>aps<dles and metaphysicians, 
prophru and polUlclans and even volero.

SAliE LIKELY OF ' 
BOSTON NATIONALS 

Hub Baseball Fans Growing 
Tired of Losers, Demand a 
Winning Aggregation 
Next Season. 


A mong the major league baseball 
magnates. It Is rumored Just 
now that during tha coming 
meeting of the club owners In 
N*-w York Clyr the ownershop of the 
Boston .National League team will corns 
up for considerable discussion. It ap¬ 
pears that a majority of the National 
League men are anxious to bring about 
a change In the way tho game has been 
handled In the Hub, and that some of 
them will doubtless advise John Dover, 
who controls the club, to sell out to one 
of several bidders. When Soden. Conont 
and Billings disposed of the Boston Club 
lo the late George B. Dovey, tt was 
ginerally understood that Biuiiey Drey- 
fuss, of the Pltsburg Club, was the 
man who furnished the money. Hut It 
since has developed that Dovey received 
only the moral aupport of l>reyruas, who 
dug up some moneyed friends in (he 
bmoky City and‘elsewhere to help Dovey 
moke the deal. 

From the beginning of the Dovey own¬ 
ership the Boston National League Club 
did not find mucli popular favor m Bean- 
town, partly because of the AmerlcoKi 
League's stiength there and partly be¬ 
cause the DoVey team could not play 
good ball. 

When George B. Dovey died the club’s 
control passed Into the hands of his 
brother. John, and at the same lime the 
team contioued to gro from bad to worse. 
The climax was reached faet season, 
when the Boston Nstionala finished In 
last place, after nuUUng a sensational 
fight for the pennant. 

While the Americans made nearly 9200.- 
000, It Is said Dove> ‘s club lost a quarter 
of that sum, of which the minority stock¬ 
holders have been asked to make good 
a part. Yet Dovey has refused offfrs to 
sell, it Is understood that one of these 
offers was made by Fred Knowles, secre¬ 
tary of the New' York Giants, whoso 
financial backer. It is said, wss Harry 
Stevens. Edward Hanlon also Is reported 
to have made an offer, only to have a 
prohibitive price put on (he franchise. 

With the National League dead In Bos¬ 
ton and no prospect of returning life, 
the magnates have decided to ask l>ovey 
and hie friend. Dreyfuss. some questions 
at the coming league meeting. It Is 
known that If Dovey will put a price on 
his club there wMIl be persons rea«ly to 
talk business, and among them is a man 
whoTepresents a Boston syndicate, whlclt 
Is ready to spend money liberally for new 
players. While Dovey Is eager fo win. 
the ma^ates say hts fimited knowledge 
of baseball Is a serious handicap and 
that not until he withdraws from the club 
can there be any hope of success. 

A winning team would be a big money¬ 
maker. ft Is atguiMj. and the National 
League would naturolly 1>e (he g^ner.

Kvsr since the automobile came Into 
Its own U has received the attention of 
the law’makSr In a degree that has been 
the lot of few other commodities. Its 
use has been regulated. In some quar¬ 
ters with what would seem undue vig¬ 
or unUl It to rather difficult to deny 
that some of our scions have gone far 
toward eatmbltohlng a class dlfUnoUon 
much In favor of everj* kina of old-fash¬ 
ioned transportation and against the mod¬ 
ern conveganoe. 

If one goes to the trouble of Investi¬ 
gating the cause# leading to this sort 
of lawmaking, the first reason brought 
forward usually Is the danger, real or 
Imaginary, of the motor-driven vehicle 
to the community and tho frequency of 
accidents, which latter cannot be charged 
to the automobile itself, but to careieai 
handling. No one even attempts to hold 
brief for the reckless automobile driver, 
whoee speclee, by tho way. Is fast dis¬ 
appearing. But It Is disquieting to note 
that In spite of most careful regulailon 
accidents that are not due to carehtss 
handling do not measurably decrease. 

What to the reason? With automobile 
regulation almost at a point where It Is 
fairly impoeslble to regulate much further 
and with legislation assuming It to be the 
duty of the automobile driver to look out 
for others as well as for himself, what 
else can be done to protect the pedes¬ 
trian? \ 

The answer, as U occurs to us. may 
seem helnoua yet w« can the solu¬ 
tion of the problem in nothing but the 
advice: Regulate the pedestrian! 

If the reader should be In doubt about 
the justice of the advice, he should sta¬ 
tion himself at s busy street corner of 
one of our great cities and observe the 
average podesirlan. It a*lll nft take him 
long to woqder why with flie average 
pedestrian a# lie Is there are only so 
many acclrlMiU and not more, Kvory 
now and then he will see this typical ac¬ 
cident producer. Ihe careless pedoetiian. 
crossing the slreet heedless of the surg¬ 
ing traffic, hto gaxe flxal Intently upon 
the toe ends of his boots, unmindful of 
everything. Including the fact that he Is 
living In the Twentieth century In w*hlob 
methods of locomotion have mode prog- 
IWOS- 

Of course, when we advocate regulating 
the pwlrdstrlan wc do not plan to orna¬ 
ment hto coat talto with a license tag and 
Ull lamp—though, even thie might be a 
gotMl echeme for rome of our fellow-cttl- 
xeae—but have In mind rules by which 
the flow of pedestrian travel In crowded 
cities Is gulde<l In certain directions, or 
confined, particularly at crossings, to cer¬ 
tain sides of the street

USES OF SEAWEED. 


(Consular Reports.) 

From San Francisco there Is annually 
exported to China nearly $100,000 worth 
of seaweed, while on the Atlantic coast 
about tao.OOO Worth has been shipped 
from the Rlmouski district of Canada to 
American cities. The following report 
from Consul Frank Doedmeyer, at Char¬ 
lottetown, also Indicates a development 
of the export trade In seaweed from 
Princo Edward Island: 

**Aeaweed (fucus vislculosus) has been 
alilpped during the month of October of 
this year from Charlottetown to Ek>ston. 
As the demand for this article Is getting 
more active large quantities are being 
gathered by farmers and fishermen along 
the shores of Prince Eds’srd Island, 
dried.' and prepare<l for shipment to the 
United States. When dry the weed Is^ 
pressed Into a bale like hay and shipped 
In thot shape. It brings 17 a ton f. o. b. 
Charlottetown, and the frelgtit fo Boston 
by water Is |3 per ton and by rail $7 per 
ton. 

Owing to the formation of the coast 
seaweed is present in great quaaiitlee 
along the shores of Princo Edward Telaad. 
The high tide leaves a long stretch of 
territory between high and low water 
mark, where it grows. This Is the first 
time that seaweed has entered into the, 
export trade of this province. It has 
been used heretofore locally as bedding 
for cattle. Its contents of soda resulting 
thus In a valuable manure. As a fodder 
ll is eaten by oxen, sheep, end deer In 
winter, and when boiled with a small 
quantity of meal added it makes a desisa- 
blc food for ho^. 

“From seaweed, when reduced to B^hes. 
are gained some of the most beneficent 
preparations in use to-day. Some of thew 
are Iodine, bromine, hydrtodlc add. 
Iodides of sodium, mercury, ppiassium. 
magnselum and caiclum. From It ex¬ 
tracted coloring matters, volatile oil. and 
Its Ingredients are used In photography. 
It Is further employed as coverings for 
fiasks In the packing of glass, china, and 
ocher brittle wares, for packing furniture, 
stuffing pillows and mattresses, and In 
upholstering. The claim Is mode that fur¬ 
niture stutw with seaweed is kept free 
of moths and other Insects, owing to lU 
sally flavor. ...... 

“This weed Is ons of the best noncon¬ 
ductors of heat and finds use In ther- 
motlrs, especially In the Insulation of re¬ 
frigerators snd In refrigerating plants. 
It Is also used between waUs and floors 
to prevent the transmission of sound."

important to the regulars as the mipsr- 
vision of -mess and clothing. 

Much Is done by liie War liepartnient 
to make the saMlar's life as agreeable os 
possible. CAiiHislanl with Its ohararter 
Places and forms ^ of entertainment are 
provided, and his surrounding^ are made 
as attractive as iKtssIble.

Tlie di»-^ 
agreeobla work of Alsaka la w-hat takea 
most of the oificera bock to the Atlantic 
const oa soon as their tliree years* serv¬ 
ice on the Psclfic la finished. There is a 
“hunchT' in the air that the Perry may 
stay here a full year. 

If the "Mgli*T upo" do not decide that 
tho Perry, the smallest of the revenue 
cutters, is loo small for the Job lo the 
North, it may be tho same thing ov^r 
B|mln next summer. For two weeks there

P«e» Just over the fence, the Jap scdioon- 
m cannot resift the temptation to send 
their m€*n and boats Inside the three-mile 
limit Brittsli scalers cannot come with¬ 
in sixty miles of tis) Ishuids. Thete Is 
some ad\*antage In being claosed os a 
heathen. When the treaty governing the 
seal fisheries was made. Japan was not 
considered of stiffirlent Importance to be 
taken Into the convention. Now the 
Japs are making sfi tbe trouble.

There are about thlrt)*-flve schooners 
engaged lo seal fishing, most of which 
belong to a syndicate known as the Jap¬ 
anese Deep Sea Fishing Company. Raoh 
of these srhooners carries eight lo twelve 
hosts, with three or four men each. 

It Is a simple case of slaughter. The 
herds reach the rocks about the first of 
July. On the way up the coast last aum- 
t^r one of the BrlUsh schooneri killed 
BOO seals before the Islands were reached. 
Most of the Jap boats carry w*hlte men, 
known as the Victoria hunters.^who are 
the most skillful tnown. 

One day la# July, while the Perry was 
cautiously feeling her way through a 
dense fug. a mile and a half off the 
Island pf^. Paul, the fog suddenly llft<^ 
There, In plain view, w*as a boat with 
ons of the hunters Just In the acU of 
shooting a seal with a shotgun. Thid wm 
the only capture made lost summer. In 
the boat were six sea^—four of which 
were feroaiss carrying unborn pupa The 
schooner was confisoated. and the three 
men In the boat convicted and shntenred 
to pa>’ a fine of CdO each and serve six 
months In Jail. The schooner. 4he Tenyu 
Marti, wilt be sold. * 

It la the killing of the femoie seals that 
Is exterminating ths herds. Bach female 
slaughtered means the death of three 
seal#—the mother, a young pup. and still 
another pup unborn. The only seals that 
are killed legally qre the young “bache¬ 
lors" that have not yet acquired a harem. 
There were IB.OOO of those killed lost sum¬ 
mer by the North Amerlcaa Comm^olal 
Company hiintmu 

This company pays the Government a 
royalty of $10 a skin for the exclusive 
:>rJ^'llege of killing the yoipng bochelo»s. 
tts twenty-year concession expired thD 
year. Gn account of th^ raplfily-decrea.s- 
ing number of seaU throegh the Indis¬ 
criminate slaughter of females, a new 
coimseslon will prphahty not be os valua¬ 
ble as wa<4 the one W'hich has just ex¬ 
pired. Prof. Black, of Stanford l*hlver- 
siiy, visited Ihe tslsnds last summer snd 
took a cenmie of the seels. He was,there 
ten years ago. and esflmstes that sinn* 
Me fast vlrit the seals have decreased 
four-fifths.

Tlie water near these 
Islands was hot enough to boll eggs. 

There were gUiclers to explore and 
mountains to climb Millions of w id birds 
on the forks supplied the fleet with fresh 
eggs, snd salmon berries were plentiful. 
It is wonderful bow quickly the vegeta¬ 
tion of the North springs up In the short 
time between the long winters. There ara 
wild flowers of crimson beauty that reach 
a height pf four feet during the few w^eks 
of growing weather, snd which would at¬ 
tract attention among th» fiowers of Gall- 
fornla.

NO DISCONTENT AT HER FATE, 


sixty-eight yearn of ceaaeless toll 
among the whirring looms and splndiea 
of the couom mill, day after day, month 
after month, year after year, no re¬ 
spite' from the moivotonoua task, by 
which the daJly bread Is earned, and 
then at &0 years of age with nothing 
to show for those loivg. long years of 
life except the wrlnklee and gray hair 
brought by work and sorrow! It seems 
an incredible story. The words, even, do 
not convey at first to those who have 
never known the monotony of work the 
full meaning of the enH>Unesa of a Ufa 
whoae history may be thus sum- 
tnorlxed. But out at the Mary Warren 
Heme, Bay* the Augusta (Ga.) Chroo- 
tcle, there is an old lady. Miss Viny 
Cogglna, who has worked in the cotton 
mills of the South since she wawa child 
12 years old. Now she is $0 years of 
age. and In all that time, until two 
years ago, she had but three weeks* 
vacation from dally toll in the mills. 
Her memories are of the same unre¬ 
lieved sameness as the days of her 
work: and In all her eighty years she 
cannot rocail one single happy experi¬ 
ence that was Joyous enough to stamp 
Itself upon her mind distinct above alt 
others. There are no reoollecttons of 
merry childhood days, - no memory of 
happy young womanhood, no sweet 
momorles of requited love, not even the 
bitlor-sweei memory of sorrowing ov’or 
love's loss through death; and no dim- 
Yy remembered caresses of* little chil¬ 
dren. Hers la a lonely old ago. Indeed, 
the quiet corapleilon of a life that was 
never bright#*nrd by even the ordinary 
pleasures that fall usually to almost 
©vc*r>*onc.

Once, though, her 
brother took her out 16 Texas, and 
they spent "all of three wcoka** gvitng 
about that State, and they hnd thought 
of locating there; but tho brother got 
homesdek, so they sold their house 
equipment and canoe back "homo," 
where she took up again the monot¬ 
onous work (n the factory. And she 
kept at 11 long after all her family 
were gone from her. “boarded around.*’ 
never any home. Just an existence, 
that was all—until two year* ago she 
became unable to work and was taken 
Into the Mary Warren Home. 

It is not that the old lady roallxes 
the bareness of her life, because K has 
probably never occurred to her that 
there are other people whoae lives 
contain an)*thlng else beside ceaseless 
work- Her only po*1tl\*e reflexion noiv 
is that slie Hi lonely, and a.he said In 
a shaky voice with tears in her eyes, 
"I live up in ray bed, and cry many a 
night bemuse I am all alone In the 
world.-^nobodj* to love me and care for 
me. and nobrnly for me to love." And 
she rocked back and forth In her lit¬ 
tle chair and stared hard at the pic¬ 
tures on the wall, enlarged family pic¬ 
tures framed In heavy sho*T frames, 
but ver>* dear to the old heart of the 
lonely a\unan.

Another source of pleasure and 
pride la her flowers. She has eight or 
ten flower pots filled a*lth ferns and 
geraniums, and she works with them 
night and morning.

She is a very bright old lady, and 
If It "Just wasn't for being so luae- 
some, she would be right happy.** She 
has no grudge against Providence for 
her eighty years of toll, her old age 
that shoam nothing for work that has 
exended Over a half century, for her 
deprivation of love and great happl- 
neaa. She ts grateful for the small 
pleasures of her flowers, her knitting, 
and oocasi#lial visitors; and doubtless 
would think It strange If one were to 
fry to sympathlxe with her because of 
her nk>notonoua, uneventful life.

Warns of Chinch Bug. 


INSECT HAS DONE KltXIONB OF 
DAMAGE XN FAST. 


NO SlSBIOns BAY AGES, NOW, 
FOR SEVERAL YEARS. 


BIG OUTBREAK IS FEARED. 


*■ coming again, warns 
t^ Waahington correspondent of tbe C n- 
cinnati Tlmes-Star. To tbe city man In¬ 
terested In the latest developments In 
street paving scandsls. or Inferior street 
car servlca or the must recent dHfaiva- 
tion in national or public office, thla may 
seem to be a matter of supreme Imlifftr^ 
ence; But ll means so much to the ag¬ 
riculturists of ths country that the cltv 
man may well sit up and take noUte For 
when the Deiuirtment of Agriculture ex¬ 
pert. F. M. Webster, who la m charge 
of the cereal and forage Insect investisa- 
tlons of the Bureau of Kntomology. tskc» 
pains to announce that U»e chinch bug 
has cost ihr i^ple of thla rouniry not 
lass tiigu $k^.0to.ou0 during the p<4r, <d !kl||0« 
IKBD, It make* some of the other grgt'e 
public problems seem rather Lnsignmront 
by comparison and naturally give* rhui 
to the belief that the chinch nog, not* 
wftbstandlng hts funny nante, la not a 
thing to be despised. 

Few insects, saos Webster, snd certain¬ 
ly no other species of the natural order 
to which this one belongs, have caused 
such enormous peouniar>' loseea No oth¬ 
er insect native lo the 'Western hemi¬ 
sphere has spread Its devastating honles 
over a wider area with more fatal effects 
to the staple grain* of North America. 

Mr. Webster has, made an Investigation 
of the operations of the chinch bug sni 
flnds that this poet first mad* Its pres¬ 
ence know'n by lu ravagra In the wheat 
fleids of North Carolina farmers, where. 
In IThS, "the tlelds were ao overrun wiin 
them aa to U>r«'aten a toml destructlm 
of the grain. And at length the cropi 
ware so destroyed in some districts thAt 
farmers were obligeiff to abandon the sow¬ 
ing of wheat. 

•*lt was four or five yeara that they con¬ 
tinued so numerous at this time " Stnve 
then, periodically. il»e chinch bug 
t>eared and appeased his appetitey^ la 
iSto that voracious appetite cost the fat- 
mera of Illinois $4,000,000 or $4.«0 to every 
man. woman ana child living in the Riaie. 
In IM4, so Dr. Harry Sltimcr. of Mount 
(Carroll. III., estimates, "three-fourths of 
Ihe wheat and one-half of the corn cr^p 
w^re destroyed by tbe pest throughout 
many extensive districts, comprising aV- 
moat the entire Northwest." Tl»at lora v 
alone amounted to not lea* than $<$.006.- 
060. 

The lose in s**v»n Stale#—Iowa Mis¬ 
souri. llUnoln, Kansas, Nerbraaku. B lircon- 
sin and Indiana—amounted to $J0. >66.000 
in i$71. In Mlsaouri elone the kws wns 
$19,000,000 in 1$74. The loss for the rnlird 
country during that year was upward 
$100.t'<H).iKV>.

It mugi bo iw 
ollocted that, whflo banka oil over thb 
country issue old notes, the TreaflU^, 
never Isaues anything hut new monejF. 

That ia why the nrioney In Wxohiog- 
ton is always new. 

There are rqore than 30.000 Govern^ 
meni employesNit the national cxpltal, 
and they age paid in bright new ruMes 
iwicw every month. They cHatiibutF 
ihidr money for the neceastUea of lifi 
and.hence a great deal of It ia found 
In cTreuiation. 

Another question with referewse to 
the money supply la often propounded; 
"How long does It take for the worUMI 
experts In the Treasury r>epartmen<t to 
count 1.000.000 new || note#, and hotr 
long dn^ it take to count LOOO.OOO old 
notes of that denomination? Accord¬ 
ing to the^Treoaury offtclals. the answer 
la oa foilowa; 

In banditry new notea an expert 
could count nil a day of eight hours 
about $56,600. < »9 course, this ref^rr 

to notes of the denomination of II. Ifl 
oounfing gold cenifleates of the denom¬ 
ination of f 10.000 each it would require 
but a short time to count II.UOO.OOO. 

At this rate twenty days would ha 
occupied -In counting 11,000,006 reprei 
eenred by notes of the denomlnatton of 
IL However, it la hardly possible that 
any one uould keep this up to thego 
figures for such u period, and It would 
bo safe to add flve dJk>'i» and to my 
that 11,000,000 (paper) could be counted 
In tweniy-rtve days. 

Of silver dollars 40.000 may b6 
counted In a day of eight hours, which 
rate. If adhered to, would finish the 
11.000,000 In twenty-flve days, bui U 
w'ould be w«ll to odd flve da 3 ra here for 
the same reason and make It thirty 
days for counting 1,006.000 sliver dol¬ 
lar*. 

In counting old* notes the condiilon* 
aro much changed. There are five dif¬ 
ferent kinds of paper monej^— fr>ld Cer- 
tlflcatea, silver certlflcates, Unite 1 
States notes (greenboOks). Treusurj* 
notes of 1890 and national honk n«itea* 
Remittance of mutlilaced currency may 
contain all these different kinds of cur¬ 
rency. They may ncK be assorted prop¬ 
erly by denominations and may he bad- 
ly mutnated. ^Vhere ca«es of this kf^ 
occur the count Is tedious and flow:

(fit Louis Times.» 

Tlie question of advertising eras dis¬ 
cussed in a shrewd and phiiosophlcgl 
manner a few nights ago before tha 
Poor Richard Club, of Philadelphia. 
The speaker. Mr. T A. de Weosr, w'ha 
la director of publicity for a conretn ■ 
of national fame, advanced a number 
of ideas Which show ^dearly why h6 
was appointed to his exacting p«*Bt and 
why the enterprise with which he it 
identified has outdistanced all its com¬ 
petitors. Mr. de Weese might, indeetl, 
have bi^n speaking with the voice m 
the very wise and shrewd Benjamin 
Franklin, in whose honor the club to 
which the address was delivered was 
named. 

The gist of tho Ideas advanced wOfl 
that the results of advertising are not 
altogether direct. If the public n^deil 
only the Information that a certain 
article could be purchased at a cer-^ 
tain place, a single tinnounc’ menf " 
would suffice. But the actual purposes 
of advertising are to create •’n Im¬ 
pression as well as to impart a fact. 
The average man does not go promptly 
and buy an article he nwiy desire when 
ho has seen it advertised. H- U flketr 
to go only when the thought of thaX 
article has been .fixed In his mind. Tb4 
single printing of an advertisement Is 
like a first coat of paint, or like 
seen only once. The final result haa 
not yet been achleveit But the faefl 
seen repeatedlj^ becomes a flxed Im* 
prexaion and recurs Imppily and of !t» 
own volition w-hetl the personnifiy bayk 
of the face may l»e of service. 

Mr. de Weese de^'lared th.tt "there Is 
no advertising value In one-time in- 
sertloos. It is the keeping sverlast- 
ingly At It which brings ivsults- In ad¬ 
vertising. It Is Ihe consecutive, per¬ 
sistent pounding away that docs the 
trick In advertising, and the adver¬ 
tiser that does this year after year ia 
the man who knows that advertfslflg 
wa. With him it Is not an experi¬ 
ment; neither is It an exi>enae. It la 
a part of his Investment, the^me as 
the cost of raw material wnd tb« cOat 
of production." 

Almost the whole philosophy of ad¬ 
vertising seems to be embodied here, 
and perhaps it Is the explanation t)T 
effectiveness In any Arid of aohleyt- 
ment, Tho child assimilates its les¬ 
sons by the process of "re vie wing ;*t 
and armies W'In their victories bf 
means of the rei»eaiing rifle and the 
hlg guns which fire not once but rab¬ 
idly and often.

conquerors Mohammed's Paradise, it wa« 
a land where the native lived without toll 
—a land uf eternal summer, producing 
much with little labor. Neither did tne 
S>cople go to war. but under the dsspuuo 
rule of Joee Santos Zelaya. all thla haa 
changed. The poor Indian has had to hus¬ 
tle. And not only has the poor Indian had 
to hustle, but his ladino master, who 
always exploited him as well, for the 
despot Joe Santos Zelaya must have 
wrealih. and he made his subjects, wbsther 
ladino or Indian, shopkeeper or merchant, 
hustle to get it. and if for no other reason 
the people hate him. says a writer In the 
New York Tlmea 

For sixteen years this despot has ruled 
the country with a rod of Iron. Those who 
would nut submit to his rule, or even de¬ 
murred. had to dis or get out. It is sa^d 
that 10,000 of his people have been driven 
Into exile, but this Is undoubtedly an ex¬ 
aggeration, as the total population of ti^ 
entire country’ does not exceed half a 
million, leas than a third of this belong¬ 
ing to what Is known as the ladino or 
crsole element. The rest are Indians, pure 
and s^ple. They never leave the ooun* 

*^fchllo a great deal has been said against 
Zelaya as a man. there is one thing that 
cannot be said against him. and which 
his enemies never have attempted to sgy 
agslbst him. and that Is that he is not a 
brave man. It usually takes a brave mgn 
to rule any one of the turbulent Latin 
American so-called republics. 

Dias, of Mexico, began his career as a 
soldier and a revolutionist, and so did his 
compeer. J. Ruflno Barrios, of Quatemala. 
Castro, of Venesuela, while not a soldier, 
began his career as a lighter and a leader. 
With a band of poorly armsd cow herders 
from his native mountains he raided a 
few borU«^rlng towns and fought his way 
on to Caracas, where he landed himself in 
the presidential chair.

Odd Soldlary. 


When one seos the tatterdemalion sol 
dlsrs at these Central Americaa armies 
for the first tkne not only Is he inclined 
to laugh, but he entertains grave doubts 
of their efflolency aa aoldlera, yet it Is 
only with such soldiers as these that the 
satrap maintains his despotism. Strangs 
to say tliat the* men who make up the 
rank and fUe of thaae arrolea are not war¬ 
like. 

The>* are usually harmless, pesceable 
fellowsr tf let alone, and their greatest 
dealre la to be let alone. But they are 
not left alone. They are simply picked 
up. corralled or captured as the case may 
be and gh’cn to understand that they 
have got to obey, and It Is this under¬ 
standing that makes them good soldiers. 

They are not supposed to know, and do 
not know, anything about polltlce. or If 
called upon to fight, what they are to 
fight for. They know who their chlefi 
or oflicers are—who the Preeldent ts. and 
as long as this President Is alive, and the 
officers who command them stay with 
them, they wtU flghi to the end. and It 
Is this milltaj^ strength that keeps the 
despot In powfr In face of all the hatred 
and opposition* which may be brought 
against him 

Zela^'a learned the power of this stupid 
military force as an officer in the army 
of Oautemala under Barrios, and he haa 
made good use of it. although he has not 
su<^ceeded In perfecting Its use so thor¬ 
oughly aa old man Barrios did. for he hai* 
had man revolutions to contend with and 
put down during hla sixteen years of 
power. 

Borne say that this Is because Zela>’a 
Is neither a strong a man or as clever u 
men as Barrloa Barrios began hla rule 
by having a dosen disturbers of the pub¬ 
lic peace and security, taken out in the 
pnbllc plasa and shot. That ended the 
matter. There were no mors disturbers 
of the public peace and security, and 
there were no more public execullonff. 
But Zelayo. tt seems, has had to keep up 
the execution of bis fellow-cllixens. all 
along, throughout his sixteen years of 
occupation of the presidential chair.

But he Is a different type of roan from 
Chatro, who was of low origin and as 
vicious, aa he was low. Zelaya is educat¬ 
ed, aiKi hs Is very much of a gentleman 
In his manner and personal apposranoa 
while Castro was not only Ignorant, but 
he wea a personifloatlon of the brute In 
human form.

corrupt aa that of Ns$o, who fiddled while 
Rome was burning.

No country was ever more completely 
organised under a mlUtarv rule than 
eas the little republic of Guatemala at 
that time. Barrlon had nbt only reor¬ 
ganised a very much dllaf>ldaieil army, 
hut ht* had virtually created a new one. 
He had statlonud garrurotis In ell the lit¬ 
tle towns, strung his cuunlr>’ with a net¬ 
work of telegraph wire*, ordered his local 
Cumrnandnnta to report by wire to the 
national Capital daily at sundown that 
all was w’ell. and thus he had estab¬ 
lished peace In hla country and put an 
snd to revolutions that w.xs lasting. 

In this army of Bartiu?. Zelaya. the 
exile from Nicaragua, sought and ob¬ 
tained service. Commissioned only a 
Lieutenant, for Barrios was frugal with 
hla commissions, hs was soon given a 
plart on the President's staff, where ho 
took full SAlvantage of the opportun.tles 
given him to study tbe "old man's" me.h- 
od of governing a would-be troublesome 
republic. 

Barrios, the strong man of Central 
America, had his life's ambition ever be¬ 
fore him, and that was the unification 
of the Ave Central American republics. 
It was this ambition that led to his 
undoing, for one bright morning In Feb¬ 
ruary. 1 S 86 , a proclamation appeared 
nailed upon the door of the Capitol, arid 
upon the doors of the Calldors. or Town 
Halls, throughout the republic announcing 
that he had united the five rL.pubilcSk 
and for fear that some, one of tnem or 
all of them might see flt to disunite 
he was et the head of an army of 80.000 
well-disciplined troops marching lo the 
first and strongest one* of them. San Sal¬ 
vador. 

It Is said that a similar proclamation 
appeared on that same morning on the 
breakfast table of each of the Presi¬ 
dents of each of the other four repub¬ 
lics informing them that they bad been 
united, or annexed, as they claimed.

In Service With Banioa 


Howev’er. machine with Barrios at the 
head of that army of 10 . 000 . the grandest 
army Central Amsiica had even seen, 
were the young Lieutenant and exMe. 
Jose Santos Zclava But S.vlvador did not 
propose to be either united or annexed, 
and Barrios, the greatest President un¬ 
doubtedly whom any of those turbulent 
little republics have ever known, ro-lt to 
his death. He felf upon the taaltis «*r 
Chalchuapa, mortally wounded, m the 
very act of leading his army to victory. 

Young Zelaya was not only a stanoit ad¬ 
mirer of old Barrios, an he Is a m-. 
ately remembered, but he believed In him 
and his tnethoda of government. ,\n he 
rode by thu side of him to that fatal 
battlefield of Cchalchuapa he expected to 
cont nue with him ocrosg Salvador and 
Honduras Into his own country, where 
wuu4d tb* prlricipte for which be bad 
stood and for which hs bad been saii«d 


As lo having converted the Moham' 
med's Paradise Into a country of conipai’- 
atlvs activity there can be no doubt. 
In this respect he has done precisely 
what P.Brrlos did In Oautemala. 

Me has shaken the Indian out of his 
lethargic state, and made him work or go 
Into hts army, or both With his labor 
he has strung telegraph lines aJl over the 
country*, herded cattle and plantetl coffee, 
and whenever his army needed strength¬ 
ening or there was a revolution on hand, 
he has had him brought In as a volunteer 
soldier or recruit and nut In the army. 

On the other hand, the merchants, 
planters and business men of the coun¬ 
try havo had to increase their earntnxs 
as best they could and pay him oft- 
times arbitrary tribute or taxaUon. 

As sn exampls of his methods In this 
respect, during an Invasion of the country 
by a Urge force of revolutlonlsU from 
Costa RUw, he kept a careful account of 
all expenditures in putting down the revo. 
luUon. at the same time keeping tab on 
all the merrhnnts. capitalists and planters 
who were In sympathy with or aided and 
abetted the revolution In any w’ay. He 
then, after having put down the revolu¬ 
tion, drew upon each one of these sym- 
fiftthUers for a special amount, aticord- 
ing to his capital, to defray the expense 
of putting dow’n the revolution. 

It ts frequently stated, and with a good 
deal of truth, that there Is qever more 
than one political party In Central Amer¬ 
ica, and that U the party in power. But 
as a matter of fact, there are and a.lways 
have been two w'ell-deflned political par¬ 
ties. 'They are the consorv’atlves on one 
side and the liberals on the other. The 
reason for Its being stated that there Is 
only one polltiral party Is the fact that 
which ever party Is In power maintains Its 
despotic sway to such an extent that no 
opposition does show Itself In sny form 
whatsoever. Sometimes there Is a pretense 
of having an elect'on. but such an elec¬ 
tion Is mors than a farce, for. should any 
misguided element of the population or 
section of the country be beguiled Into 
believing that they were going lo be al¬ 
lowed to vote sure enough and put up a 
candidate In opposition to the govern¬ 
ment programme, the unfortunate candi¬ 
date would be surely taken out and shot. 
• • • 

Party Differences, 


Tbe grrag differsnes between the Con- 
ser\'atives and the I..lbenils Is as much 
a family tradition as anything else. The 
Conservatives, as a rule, belong to the 
older famtllsa the families of the purest 
Bpatiisb extraction that still remains In 
the countT>*. Their denire to preserve 
their religion and religious l>ellefs and 
consider the simple Ilfs of their forbears 
as much more preferable than the rapid 
pace of the Progroslsias or Liberals. The 
Liberals, on the other hand, strive to go 
at a mad pace, upsetting tn their ranker 
all that is sacred and venerable In the 
country. They profess to hate the clergy: 
they frequently desecrate the churches 
and try to stamp out all religion. Tliey 
are extravagant In their lives. In their 
mad career for gain and In everything 
elee. 

Zelaya has been the embodiment of this 
wild extravagance since he has been the 
ruler of Nicaragua^ but he has managed 
to become immensely wealthy thereby. 
He has monopolised the few Industries of 
the country or placed a tax upon them 
by which he alone is the beneficlar>*. He 
has controlled the customs houses, super¬ 
vised and regulated the tariff and. as a 
matter of fact, looked after the financial 
end of the business as President as well 
as that part of It neceosary to maintain 
his Government.

At another time he succeeded In pUclng 
Davila In the presidential chair of Hon¬ 
duras with the und<*rsiandlng that Davtia 
would unite Honduras to Nicaragua, only 
to have Davlki tell him to go to the devil 
a/tar Ms seat was safely secured, and 
Costa Rica has always been a thorn In 
Ms side because ht couldn't gat up any 
re>’n)utlon there. In which something 
might accrue to his benefit or to his pet 
tciveme. For these reasons Zelaya lias 
come to be known os the mischief-maker 
of Central America. 

Compared with some of the oih«^r rulers 
wIki ore or who have hern in the lime¬ 
light. ho Is undoubtedly the iMldest and 
bravest of them all. with the single excep- 
lion. yeiloLpa. of Ouilro. of Venesuela.

If you an.* thor«juglUy familiar with 
some particular variety Of edible mush¬ 
room and caon dlsUngu sh It at sight from 
all others, however sImlUr In color niul 
form. It Is safe to ent tint p!»rtlcular 
variety; but you must beware of other 
kinds that resemble It. for however slight 
the dufforence In appearance one may be 
edfhle ati<k the other pulsonous 

Thvre IS no absolute rule for dlstln- 
gttlshlng the edible from the poisonous 
Kinds, and It Is beHer. therefore, to give 
no general rules, but to follow only one: 
Suspect every mushroom which do 

not know positively to be edible. To this 
rule perhaps may be added a second: 
Learn to distinguish the white siiored 
ogaries and avoid them oil. for. oil bough 
there is on edible species, Ht nequlroe an 
exrert to teil It, and the poison of an¬ 
other si>©cles ts deadly, and there is no 
known antidote for it.

SOME MARKETS. 


•OOD BUSINESS BUTET UP AT 
SOME PEW POINTS. 


DEMAND EXCEEDS SUPPLY. 


The hen, someone says, ought to be 
established as our national bird, ah© Is 
certainly the bird which contribute© 
most to the welfare oncl enjoyment of 
our people, and a Wfalth producer to 
the farmers of the country ehe la as 
fine 1 ^ asset as they possess. The ftg- 
ur*‘.s show'—well, no mailer what they 
show; the estimated value of the an¬ 
nual production of poultr>' and eggs 
In the United States la simply stupen¬ 
dous. It W'ould build a, double-track 
railroad from the Atlantic to the Pa- 
clhc, says the Southern Field. 

Fhr^ry portion of the country contrib¬ 
utes something to the vast agjrr<^gate. 
No portion Is so admirably adapted to 
prYifltable poultry raising aa the South, 
and no other region should lead It in 
the sum total of fhe proiluet of the 
poultry farms and poultry yards. 
WhereVer attention has been given to 
the development of the poultry business 
In the Southern States It has been pto- 
ivoiinced a success. 

The opportunity Ilea In many coin- 
munltlea for the establishment of poul¬ 
try farms and for paying the Closet 
attention to the chicken as a side Is* 
aue on all the fanns. The South It¬ 
self Is the best market for poulin*^ 
Its great consuming centers are all 
too poorly supplied. S<.»me Southern 
poultr>' and eggs now find a'market In 
the North, but the amount Is not latg^ 
enough to offset thr shipments which 
gteadlly go from Northern rtiates to 
Sotuhem States. . 

T^ere is a demand in the fV 

peclally In the winter months, which 
would take largely fnereased shipments 
from the South. The market of the 
Weat Indies and of Mexico makes a 
•teady demand upon the ports of Mo¬ 
bile, New Orli'uns ond others w'hlch 
must be supppHed In great part from 
the Northern States. This Is n.>t be¬ 
cause the ^ulh Is not the be^ poultry 
raising section, but because the 
try has not l>een developed as It should. 

• • • 

Kentucky Supplies Some. 

Rhode Island may have the honor of 
supplying the \^^lte House t^le each 
Thaokaglvlng wlOi an especially 
turkey, but the finest turkeys which 
reach the Washington market ar# from 
Virginia and Tenneaeoe; and the Curo* 
Unas, Alaba m a. Georgia, Mlaalsslppl 
and Florida produce just as fine tur¬ 
keys and the finest chickens. Ken- 
tuck>' la now supplying in part many* 
Noftiiom markets with their poultry 
products. , 

Just outside Mobile. Ala.. Mr. U. L. 
McBride, a merchant In the city, has a 
poultry farm. He has, as a rulSr about 
600 grown chickens, which he ke^pe 
for ftielr erga alone. For the poet 
pve years his daily av'erage sale of eggs 
has run from nineteen to twenty-three 
dosen. at from 26 to 45 cents a doxen, 
with perhaps SO cents as the average 
price. 'Hils means a <lally Income from 
the eggii of about 96. 

As the poultry farm Is looked after 
bv hired help. It received no special at¬ 
tention. He has an tnclosure of about 
five stores for the chickens, but allows 
them to r^m at large and feed In his 
barnyard and on other lands nearby. 
He feeds but once a day. late in the 
sfiemoon. He hes found that section 
a splendid oitp In which to carry* on the 
poultry* business, and has never suf¬ 
fered loss nor had trouble from dis¬ 
ease In his flock. 

In Northwestern Alabama, along the 
Northern Alabama Railway, poultry 
buyers have worked up a considerable 
business, and are now shipping live 
poultry* and eggs to various sections of 
the eouniry. From the stations along 
that road In a distance of fifty miles 
pn>bably $250,000 vh>rth of poultry acul 
•ggH each year are shipped. Birming¬ 
ham and fhe Industnai and mining re¬ 
gions surrounding It furnish a great 
market for poultry and eggs. w*hich 
cannot be supplied from nearby points, 
though the country U mom, favorable 
for the Industry.

Postal Savings Banks and Mone¬ 
tary Cominisslon't Report Will 
Be Passed Up. 


Washington. Nov. 27.—Recent con¬ 
ferences at the White House have 
pretty definitely developed tw*o facta 
In connection with the legtalatlvr pro¬ 
gramme of the administration at the 
coming session of Cbngross. 

The first of these is that there is no 
probability of the monetary commis¬ 
sion report being considered at this 
session. The second is that legislation 
looking toward the establishment of a 
system of postal mavingg banks will 
have to wait until the monetary com¬ 
mission report is made and a new cur¬ 
rency law enacted 

Representative Weeka of Massachu¬ 
setts, chairman of the House Commit¬ 
tee on Post-offices and Postroada nnd 
Senator Lodge, of Massachusetts, were 
wUh the Preiddenl for half on hour or 
more to-day, and when he left tho 
White House Mr. Weeks said that it 
practically had l>ecn determined that 
tiosial savings banks would not he 
considered'at the coming session. 

This does not mean that President 
Taft will not recommend such a sys¬ 
tem of banks in hts message, but U is 
said now that the chances are that he 
wlU agree to a postponement of the 
opnslderailon of this .subject until next 
year. 

One of the arguments which the 
President had used In connection with 
the establishment of postal savings 
banks, Is that the money secured 
through these agencies as deposits 
could very well bo used In taking up 
the 2 per cent. Government bonds, 
which are g drug on the market .
